KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait is conducting a survey to pinpoint the 
best sites for a full-fledged air defence network of radar and 
anti-aircraft missiles. Defence Minister Sheikh Salem A I Sabah 
said Wednesday.

Germany’s costliest 
strike ends 

FRANKFURT (R) — Striking 
engineering- workers in Hesse 
ended West Germany’s costliest 
industrial dispute Wednesday by 
voting to return to work. The IG 
Metall union said the 25 per cent 
minimum “yes'* vote needed to 
end the strike was surpassed bef- 
ore all the ballots in the two-day 
poll had been counted. The Hesse 
strikers followed the example set 
on Monday by union members in 
the Stuttgart region, where the str- 
ike began, and accepted a com- 
promise settlement of the seven- 
week-dispute over a shorter wor-

‘Jehovah’s Witnesses’ 
arrested in Turkey 

ANKARA |R) — At least 11, 
Turkish Jehovah’s V* unesses have 
been arrested in Ankara in the 
past two days, bringing to 22 the 
number seized since mid-June, 
spokesmen for the Christian sect 
said Wednesday. They said they 
had learnt from relatives that the 
11 arrested last month had been 
severely beaten while in police 
detention, one to the point of unc- 
onsciousness. 

‘U.S. backs nuclear 
test ban treaty’ 

CANBERRA (R) — The United 
Suites is prepared to back a pro- 
posal by Australia and New Zea- 
land for a comprehensive nuclear 
lest ban treaty, Australian Foreign 
Minister Bill Hayden said Wed- 
nesday. Mr. Hayden said he had 
been told by U.S. Secretary of 
Slate George Shultz that Was- 
hington would support the for- 
mula for a permanent ban on all 
types of nuclear weapons tests at 
12-uation disarmament talks in 
Geneva later this year. At the first 
session of the talks two years ago 
the United States voted against a 
resolution calling for such a treaty, 
but after lobbying by Australia 
and New Zealand it abstained last 
year on a similar vote at the Uni- 
ted Nations.

Lebanese army takes over 
‘green line’ from militias 


BEIRUT (R) — The re-organised Lebanese 
army moved Wednesday to take over from 
militia groups the shell-scarred “green line” 
battle zone across which rival fighters have 
waged continual war for five months. 


Militiamen cheerfully withdrew 
or at least moved aside to allow 
the soldiers, part of a 9,000-man 
force, to take over key positions 
along an eight-kilometre stretch 
from the port in the north to the 
international airport in the south. 

Apart from one unconfirmed 
report of a burst of shooting at 
midday, not a shot or shell was 
fired as army units deployed in 
stages along the confrontation line 
which has divided the mostly Mus- 
lim west from the predominantly 
Christian east Beirut. 

Private and local radio stations 
in Beirut broadcast patriotic songs 
to celebrate what they called the 
“dawn of peace" and “salvation" 
as the Lebanese troops patrolled 
the streets in armoured vehicles . 
flying the Lebanese flag. Res- 
idents stood on balconies and sid- 
ewalks to watch the soldiers go by. 
Some cheered, and others in nei- 
ghbourhoods close to the 'green 
line’ sprayed the troops with rose 
water, rice and flowers. 

“The army has set off with a 
new spirit to implement the new 


plan for the new Lebanon,” Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami declared 
after a cabinet meeting. 

“ We are through with the green 
line,” a Shfhe Muslim “Amal” 
fighter told reporters as he headed 
towards home Wednesday with a 
group of armed comrades. 

- Stationing of three army bri- 
gades along the green line is part 
of a plan by the “national unity” 
government to separate the war- 
riors, end nine years of civil war in 
which 100,000 people have died, 
and put Lebanon on the road to 
normality. 

In an operation that many 
war-weary Lebanese thought they 
would never see. the army started 
moving just after daybreak to take 
over key positions and ins- 
tallations, including the port and 
airport, which have been dosed 
since Feb. 6. 

' The plan calls for the army to 
complete takeover of the green 
line Wednesday and Thursday, 
re-open more crossing points bet- 
ween east and west Beirut and 
. ensure that the port and airport 


can re-open on Friday. 

Rival militiamen, having moved 
their heavy weapons away from 
the line over the last few days, off- 
ered no resistance, although some 
armed groups stayed in position 
and watched army units take up 
station a few metres away. 

In the port area Reuter rep- 
orters encountered the mostly 
Christian “Lebanese Forces” mil- 
itia in plain clothes patrolling str- 
eets close to the new army pos- 
itions. 

“Yesterday we were in uni- 
form,” one of them said, “but we 
have taken off our uniforms aad 
put away our guns because we are 
co-operating with the new security 
plan. We are here today because 
in civilian life we are port off- 
icials.” 

A “Lebanese Forces” flag flew 
at a sandbagged strongpoiut a few 
metres away from a new army pos- 
ition. 

Farther south, in the heavily 
devastated suburbs, groups of 
armed “AmaT militiamen were 
seen about 100 metres away from 
a company of freshly arrived array 
troops. 

An army lieutenant told a Reu- 
ter reporter: “The army does not 
like the Amal people keeping 
their weapons, but they are thi- 
nking of the security of their peo- 
ple... we have no real problem 
with Amal — they are our peo-

lease 2 Kuwaiti islands 


BAHRAIN (AP) — The foreign 
ministers of Iraq and Kuwait held 
private talks here Wednesday on 
means of averting an escalation in 
the 45-raonth-old Gulf war, with 
Iraq reportedly seeking “tactical 
assistance" from Kuwait against 
Iran. 

The Iraqi foreign minister, 
Tariq Aziz, met briefly with his 
K u wai t i cou nte rpart. She ikh 
Sabah AJ Ahmad Al Sabah, amid 
indications that Baghdad was ren- 
ewing its bid to lease two strategic 
islands from Kuwait for military 
purposes. 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
Mr. Aziz has asked Sheikh Sabah 
to grant the Iraqi navy access to 
the islands of Warba and Bobian, 
which would enable the Iraqis to 
keep close watch over the sou- 
thwestern flank of the Iranian 
navy and check recurrent air att- 
acks on Arab commercial shipping 
by Iran in the lower Gulf region. 

One Bahrain-based Arab amb- 
assador, who requested ano- 
nymity, said Kuwait likely would 
reject the Iraqi request because it 
may not want to become involved 
in the conflict. He noted, “the Ira- 
qis view this tactical assistance 
from Kuwait as important for 
countering the Iranians' expected 
offensive in Basra.” 

He was referring to a long- 
expected major military action by 
Iran in the southern region. 

The same diplomatic sources 
also said Mr. Aziz and Sheikh 
Sabah also broached new ideas for 
mediation by Gulf powers, Islamic 
countries, and non-aligned nat- 
ions to end the conflict. 

Iran confirms a tt a c ks 

Because of their geographical 
proximity to Iran and Iraq, Kuwait 


and Saudi Arabia are the two 
Arab countries most vulnerable to 
the Gulf war. Last May, Iranian 
warplanes rocketed Kuwaiti and 
Saudi vessels in their own ter- 
ritorial waters. 

On June 5, when Saudi F-l 5 jet- 
fighters intercepted intruding Ira- 
nian warplanes and shot down at 
least one, neighbouring Gulf cou- 
ntries expressed fears the war 
would creep southward and engulf 
neutral Arab countries. 

Saudi Arabia has bolstered its 
air defences with U.S.-made Sti- 
nger missiles (See page 2), bat 
Kuwait so far has failed to obtain 
the same weapons. 

Dismayed by Washington’s rel- 
uctance to sell it the shoulder- 
fired, anti-aircraft Stingers, the 
Kuwaitis are turning to the Soviet 
Union for sophisticated wea- 
ponry. 

Kuwaiti Defence Minister She- 
ikh Salem A1 Sabah complained 
Wednesday that “Kuwait has yet 
not received a formal response 
from the United States to its req- 
uest for the Stinger missiles.” 

He said his visit to Moscow, 
scheduled for July 9, would deal 
mainly with means of meeting 
Kuwait’s requirements of modern 
defensive weapons. 

Meanwhile, Iran has admitted 
that Iraqi war planes attacked a 1 
number of ships in the northern 
reaches of the Guff Sunday, but 
denied an Iraqi claim that an Ira- 
nian F-14 jet had been shot down 
during the action. 

Iraq had announced that its war 
planes attacked and destroyed five 
“naval targets” near Khor Moussa 
in the northern tip of the Gulf, and 
shot down an Iranian jet in an ens- 
uing dogfight The type of the 
ships and the jet were not men- 
tioned. 


Shipping sources in Seoul and 
Athens said later that two bulk 
carriers, one of them South Kor- 
ean and the other Cypriot were 
hit in the attack, and several of 
their crew wounded. 

In what amounted to the first 
formal Iranian confirmation of the 
air-sea confrontation, an Iranian 
spokesman termed the Iraqi rep- 
ort about shooting down an Ira- 
nian jet a “lie.” 

In a statement carried by 
IRNA, the official Iranian news 
agency, the spokesman said “all 
the jet fighters of the Iranian air 
force returned safely to their bases 
after carrying out their daily mis- 
sion on Sunday.” 

He added that fires that broke 
out on the two stricken ships, 
which were carrying steel plates 
from Mozambique to Iran, have 
been put out. Their locations were 
not mentioned. 

Refugees leave Iraq 

Meanwhile, a group of Iranian 
refugees who fled to Iraq left Bag- 
hdad for France Wednesday 
under a special arrangement wor- 
ked out with France and the Int- 
ernational Committee of Red 
Cross, the Iraqi News Agency 
reported. 

It quoted a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as saying they were 
sent to France in accordance with 
“Iraq’s humanitarian attitude 
towards those refugees who have 
escaped terroristic practices of the 
Khomeini regime in Tehran.” 
Iraq has previously reported 
groups of Iranian refugees sent to 
several West European countries 
but no figures have been ann- 
ounced.

Reporters found a certain amo- 
unt of confusion along the green 
line Wednesday, with army sol- 
diers and militiamen inter- 
mingling and not always being 
sure who was who.

Most Muslim soldiers dec- 
lined to fight. 

As part of the new peace pro- 
cess, the army is being re- 
organised with Christian troops 
being sent to Muslim units and 
Muslim soldiers being urged to 
return to mainly Christian com- 
panies. 

The new army commander. 
General Michel Aoun. Tuesday 
night urged his men to use “wis- 
dom. respect and flexibility’' in 
carrying out what he termed their 
crucial mission to re-unite the cap-

Rival 
militias 
clash in 
Tripoli 


TRIPOLI, Lebanon (R) — Fig- 
hting raged between pro- and 
anti-Syrian militias in this nor- 
thern port Wednesday and sec- 
urity sources said the casualty toll 
had risen to 17 dead and more 
than 100 wounded in three days of 
clashes. 

The sources said nine people 
were killed as militia gunners she- 
lled each other's positions and res- 
idential areas throughout much of 
the city in the morning. 

Battles erupted on Monday 
night between TripoIP s dominant 
Sunni Muslim fundamentalist 
“Islamic Unification Movement” 
(Tawheed) militia and the pro- 
Syrian “Arab Democratic Party.” 

Eight people were killed and 
dozens were injured in the first 
round of fighting which lasted 
until early Tuesday. New dashes 
erupted Tuesday night and were 
continuing at mid-day Wed- 
nesday. 

Fighters of (Tawheed) the dom- 
inant militia in Lebanon’s second 
city, frequently clash with the sma- 
ller pro-Syrian militia, but Syrian 
troops who surrouod the city and 
control most of north Lebanon 
have not intervened. 

Tripoli port was idle Wed- 
nesday with many workers unable 
to get there and because some 
shells fell around the perimeter, 
local sources said. 

But they said the port itself was 
not hit or damaged and there had 
been no formal decision to close it. 


Salvadorean rebels said to have obtained SAMs 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — El Sal- 
vador's left-wing guerrillas have 
obtained Soviet-designed anti- 
aircraft missiles that could turn the 
tide in the country's civil war, acc- 
ording to both army and insurgent 
sources. 

Salvadorean army intelligence 
sources said the rebels had acq- 
uired supplies of SAM-7s — por- 
table heat-seeking missiles for use 
against ground-attack aircraft and 
helicopter gunships. 

Gov ; tment officials believe 
wide use of the SAMs could neu- 
tralise the air war the U.S.-backed 
army, using A-37 ground attack 
fighters and Huey helicopters, has 


been waging against insurgents of 
the Far ab undo Marti National 
Liberation Front (FMLN), the 
umbrella guerrilla organisation. 

According to insurgent sources 
in Mexico, representatives of the 
Revolutionary Peoples Army 
(ERP), a member of the FMLN, 
sought help from the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
and Libya to buy the weapons. 

The sources gave no details and 
would not say bow many missiles 
had been purchased or whether 
they had reached El Salvador yet. 

No ground-to-air missiles have 
been used in tjie five-year old civil 


war and both Salvadorean and 
U.S. officials said they feared the 
introduction of SAM-7s could tri- 
gger an escalation. 

One U.S. official said: “What 
the guerrillas must realise is that if 
they use those (missiles), then we 
will have to send in more hel- 
icopters, better planes, etc. Then 
they will have to bring in som- 
ething better to stop those planes 
and what you get is the beginning 
of a greatly scaled-up war.” 


Military officials said the FMLN 
needed only a small number of 
missiles to counter the air force, 
which consists of no more than six 
combat jets and 20 helicopters 
doubling as troop transporters and 
gunships. 

Over the past ten months, the' 
army has increasingly relied on its 
ah’ power, softening up guerrilla 
positions with rapid-fire guns and 
bombs before moving in the inf- 
antry.

Austria reports progress 
in Israel-PFLP-GC talks 


VIENNA (R) — The Austrian 
Foreign Ministry said \Vcdncsday 
that mediation for an exchange of 
prisoners of war between Israel 
and a Palestinian faction in Leb- 
anon had progressed and both 
sides were ready to permit the Red 
Cross to visit the captives. 

A ministry statement said Aus- 
tria had been informed by Israel 
and the Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine-General 
Command (PFLP-GC). of the 
move. 

“Efforts carried out by Austria 
in co-operation with the two int- 
erested parties have now resulted 
in the clarification of a number of 
points and both sides have inf- 
ormed Austria that visits by rep- 
resentatives of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross to 
the prisoners of both sides will 
henceforth be possible,” the sta- 
tement said. 

It named two Israeli prisoners. 
Yosef Grof and Nissiro Salem. 

It said certain obstacles had 
been removed and there was hope 
that the exchange could be canned 
out in the near future. It was not 


known how many captives ilie 
exchange would involve, nor 
where they were being held. 

In ApriL Austria said it was try- 
ing to mediate a prisoner exc- 
hange between Israel and the 
PFLP-GC but did not give details. 

Last year, Israeli and Pal- 
estinian prisoners taken during 
the 1 982 Israeli invasion of Lel> 
anon were exchanged after former 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky neg- 
otiated with both sides. 

Dr. Kreisky. of Jewish origin, is 
a firm supporter of the Palestinian 
cause and has frequently criticised 
Israel's policy. He was the first 
Western leader to receive Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat in 
1980. 

After his Socialist Party lost its 
absolute majority in the general 
elections in April 1 983 he stepped 
down. 

His successor Fred Sinowaiz 
and present Foreign Minister 
Erwin Lane have both said they 
would continue Dr. Kreisky’ s 
Middle East policy and help to 
mediate in the troubled region. 


Natta, Italian Communists 
independent of Moscow 


ROME (R) — Newly-elected Ita- 
lian Communist Parly General- 
Secretary Alessandro Natta said 
Wednesday the party was fully 
independent of Moscow and he 
had no intention of making “pil- 
grimages” to Eastern Europe. 

At his first news conference 
since becoming head of the West's 
largest communist party last week. 
Mr. Natta said Italy was right to 
belong to the North Atlantic Tre- 
aty Organisation (NATO) but the 
government should insist the mil- 
itary alliance worked for peace 
and detente. 

Mr. Natta said it was only a mat- 
ter of time before the five-party 
coalition government of Prime 
Minister Bettino Craxi collapsed 
as a result of internal con- 
tradictions; 

“As far as our autonomy (from 
Moscow) i$ concerned, I say we 
have no farther to go." Mr. Nana. 
66, said. “The international aut- 
onomy of the party is complete.” 

The new general secretary, ele- 
cted by the party's central com- 


mittee and central control com- 
mission on June 26, left no doubt 
he would remain true to policies 
followed by his predecessor, the 
late Enrico Berlinguer. 

“ 1 may make trips abroad, per- 
haps to Socialist countries, but 
they will not be pilgrimages and 1 
do not feel pan of any son of 
church.” Mr. Natta sc J d. 

He said Italian Comnunists. 
who are challenging the ‘ .ristian 
Democrats for the title of Italy’s 
most popular pany. would con- 
tinue to criticise in the hope of 
encouraging greater democracy in 
socialist countries.

In a third incident, in the centre 
of the popular tourist resort, p- 
ice opened fire to stop .i ■■lash K 
ween Abdullah supporters a* 
followers of his successor — h 
brother-in-law Ghulam Shah. 

Trouble flared when Abdul I;-., 
loyalists, waving black flags, trice 
to stop supporters of the new adm- 
inistration tearing down a portrait 
of the ousted leader. Police said no 
casualties were reported. 

Mr. Shah earlier accused his 
predecessor ot causing a major 
crisis in the Himalayan territory 
and bringing it into an unn- 
ecessary confrontation with Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi's gov- 
ernment. Mr. Abdullah called for 
state-wide strikes and a civil dis- 
obedience campaign to force fresh 
elections (See page 8). 

The crisis erupted when Mr. 
Shah defected with at least 1 1 
other members of the ruling party, 
leaving Mr. Abdullah in a min- 
ority in the state a.-scmbly. 

The state governor refused to 
hold elections and Mr. Shah bec- 
ame chief minister with the bac- 
king of 26 assembly rten from Mrs. 
Gandhi's Congress (1) Party.

BAHRAIN — Fears of possible Iranian attacks acr- 
oss the Gulf have pushed Saudi Arabia and its Gulf 
allies towards closer ties with the United States, 
according to diplomats in the region. 


The warmer relations have 
eased GuJf Arab mistrust and sus- 
picion, publicly expressed until a 
few months ago, over Was- 
hington's policies in the Middle 
East, the diplomats said in int- 
erviews with Reuters. 

The Gulf Arab states, spe- 
arheaded by Saudi Arabia, turned 
to Washington as the most likely 
ally in defence of their oil expons 
after Iran launched retaliatory str- 
ikes against Arab oil tankers two 
months ago. they added. 

The Gulf-Arab states were for- 
ced to put concern over their own 
military readiness above their dis- 
approval of U.S. Middle East pol- 
icies. the diplomats said. 

Before the threat of Iranian att- 
acks loomed, the Saudis and their 
allies had strongly criticised what 
they see as a strong U.S. lilt tow- 
ards Israel and an inability by 
Washington to stop the building of 
Jewish settlements on occupied 
Arab territory. 


Saudi Arabia also accused the 
United States of meddling in Leb- 
anese affairs and called for the 
withdrawal of U.S. forces from 
Lebanon prior to their pullout ear- 
lier this year. 

The president of the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE). Sheikh 
Zaid Ibn Sultan AJ Nahayan, 
later told U.S. Undersecretary of 
State for Near East affairs Richard 
Murphy that Washington neg-

Iccied Arab rights and had aba- 
ndoned its responsibilities tow- 
ards the Arabs. 

Mr. Murphy heard similar cri- 
ticism from other Gulf countries. 

The Gulf Arabs’ fears of Iranian 
attacks rose in May after Iranian 
forces hit oil tankers on the Wes- 
tern side of the Gulf in retaliation 
for Iraqi attacks on ships using 
Iranian ports. 

The Iranians have also imp- 


licitly threatened to hit vital ins- 
tallations in the Gulf states unless 
they stop supporting Iraq in the 
45 -month-old Gulf war. 

The U.$. has up to eight naval 
vessels inside the Gulf, some of 
which were reported last month to 
have escorted Arab oil tankers 
along the Western side of the wat- 
erway. 

Diplomats said information 
from four U.S.-manned radar sur- 
veillance planes on loan to Saudi 
Arabia which watch the Gull has 
been relayed directly to the Saudis 
since last month instead of first 
going through the Pentagon. 

The diplomats said Kuwait, 
three of whose tankers have been 
hit in Iranian anacks since May, 
now was permitted to share the 
information with the Saudis. 
Kuwait is separated from Iran 
only by a 50 kilometre strip of 
Iraqi territory. 

A Erst sign of the closer ties with 
the United States, one Western 
diplomat said, was when Was-! 
hington rushed 400 Stinger anti- 
aircraft missiles to Saudi Arabia in 
May after Saudi tankers were hit 
in Iranian air attacks. 

Washington had earlier can- 
celled plans to sell 1 .200 Stingers 
to the Saudis under pressure from 
Congress and the Israeli lobby. 


The United States has also sup- 
plied the Saudis with a tanker air- 
craft which the diplomats said was 
indispensable if Saudi Arabia and 
its allies wished to give air cover to 
shipping. 

Washington recently refused to 
sell Kuwait the shoulder-carried 
Stingers, but a senior Western dip- 
lomat said such a sale would mat- 
. erialise “though not in the days to 
come." 

Arab diplomats in the Gulf saw 
Washington's refusal to sell Sti- 
ngers to Kuwait partly as a result 
of a chill in relations after Kuwait 
last year rejected a new nominee 
for U.S. Ambassador, Brandon 
Grove, because he had previously 
served as consul in occupied- 
Jemsalem. 

The U.S. Defence Department, 
however, notified Congress last 
week of plans to sell Kuwait $82 
million worth of other weapons, 
including advanced radar. 

Arab diplomats say occasional 
hostility to the U.S. in the press of 
some Gulf Arab states does not 
always reflect government pol- 
icies. Such material appeased rad- 
ical Arab states opposed to U.S. 
influence in the region and helped 
portray a more non-aligned image 
for the Gulf governments, they, 
said. 


Romanian 
premier 
arrives 
in Turkey 

ANKARA (R) — Romanian 
Prime Minister Constantin Das- 
calcscu arrived Wednesday for a 
three-day official visit during 
which he will have talks on trade 
and discuss plans fora nuclear free 
zone in the Balkans, officials said. 

They said the talks would also 
cover a range of other bilateral 
and international issues, including 
Cyprus. 

Romania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria 
and Greece support proposals for 
a /one free of nuclear weapons in 
the Balkans. Turkey, a NATO 
member, has insisted on a dis- 
armament pact covering an area 
wider than just the Balkans. 


Soviet delegate terms Gulf war senseless 


Iran fails 
to pay loan 
interest 


TOKYO (R) — Iran has failed to 
pay interest equivalent to 2.6 bil- 
lion yen ($10.8 million) on loans 
from Japanese banks to finance 
the troubled Japanese-lranian 
petrochemical complex at Bandar 
Khomeini in southern Iran, ind- 
ustry sources said Wednesday. 

The sources told Reuters the 
interest payment due in May, was 
apparently delayed by a shortfall 
in Iran's oil revenue caused by 
Iraqi attacks on oil tankers going 
to or from Kharg Island, Iran’s 
Gulf oil terminaL 

Work on the $3 2. billion project 
began in 1 973 and was abandoned 
at the start of the Gulf war in Sep- 
tember 1980. Iraqi aircraft have 
bombed the complex several times 
to prevent the resumption oFwork 
there. 

The sources, close to the Mitsui 
Group which represents the Jap- 
anese side in the project, said the 
increase in Iran's oil exports since 
last May may enable the payment 
to be made soon. 

The Japanese side has con- 
tributed half of the project costs to 
date and provided the joint ven- 
ture with 125 billion yen ($521 
frniliioii) in loans from Japanese 
banks, they said. 

Iran is supposed to pay interest 
on the loans quarterly, the sources 
said. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
Soviet ambassador to the United 
Nations said Tuesday Iran-Iraq 
war was a senseless conflict that 
should be brought to an end as 
soon as possible for the sake of 
Gulf countries and the world as a 
whole. 

Oleg Troyanovsky. talking to 
U.N. reporters, declined to com- 
ment on the legal justification for 


Iraq's attacks on shipping out of 
Iran's Kharg Island oil terminal. 

He noted arguments made in 
the U.N. Security Council that the 
state of war permitted Iraq to 
cany out such attacks. 'My answer 
would be: Let's put an end to the 
war as soon as possible and that 
would stop if the Soviet delegate 
said. 

•From the very beginning, we 


thought and continue to believe 
that this is an utterly senseless con- 
flict. which brings nobody any 
good. 

'The sooner an end is put to it 
the belter for the two countries 
involved and because it might lead 
to an extension of the conflict 
which would create an even more 
dangerous situation in the Gulf 
and the world as a whole.' he said. 


Egypt to get new airrdefence system 


CAIRO lR) — Egypt, in a major 
boosL to its air defences, expects to 
take delivery of the sophisticated 
"Sky Guard” missile system by 
the end of the year, air defence 
chief General Sayed Hamdi said 
Wednesday. 

He told a news conference the 
U-S.-Swiss-Italian built system 
includes anti-aircraft guns guided 
by the latest electronics and U.S. 
ground-to-air Sparrow missiles. 

He said the U.S. would also 


supply heat-seeking Chapperat 
anti-aircraft missiles, adding that 
Egyptians were training in the 
U.S. on operating Airborne Early 
Warning Systems. 

The U.S. has declined to supply 
Egypt with AW ACS airborne 
radar surveillance planes but agr- 
eed to provide less sophisticated 
Hawk-Eye aircraft. 

Diplomats say Egypt is aboth to 
exchange ambassadors again wirh 
the Soviet Union for the first time 


since 198k 

Earlier, the late President 
Anwar Sadat also expelled 17,000 
Soviet military advisers and rep- 
laced the Soviet Union with the 
United States as Egypfs chief 
armourer. 

Gen. Hamdfs disclosures Wed- 
nesday suggested that, although 
there might be some diplomatic 
fence-mending with the Kremlin, 
Egypt remains beholden to the 
U.S. for weaponry. 


Saudi prince 
starts visit 
to Spain 

MADRID, (R] — Saudi Arabia’s 
First Deputy Prime Minister 
Crown Prince Abdullah Am Abd- 
ulaziz, arrived in Spain Tuesday 
on a four-day visit aimed at boo- 
sting political and commercial 
links between the two countries, 
officials said. 

Prince Abdullah will meet Spa- 
nish King Juan Carlos and hold 
talks with Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez and Economy Minister 
Miguel Boyer. 

Spain and Saudi Arabia agreed 
to step up economic links last Feb- 
ruary during a visit to Riyadh by 
Mr. Gonzalez and Mr. Boyer. 

Mr. Gonzalez and Prince Abd- 
ullah are also expected to discuss 
the 45-month-old Gulf war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq. 


Two Libyans murdered in Athens 


ATHENS (R) — Two Libyan stu- 
dents were found murdered in an 
Athens apartment Wednesday, 
bringing the number of Libyan- 
related shootings here in the last 

month to four. 

# 

Police said both the latest vic- 
tims were thought to be sym- 
pathetic to the government of 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadhafi. 

One student, Abdul A1 Zawi, 
21, was found with bullet wounds 
in his back, strangulation marks 
on his neck and evidence that 
someone had tried to suffocate 
him by stuffing one cloth into his 


mouth and wrapping another aro- 
und his mouth. 

His friend Attia AJ Faltas. 20, 
who like Zawi was studying here 
to become a dental assistant, had 
been shot in the chest. 

A wealthy Libyan resident of 
Athens was shot dead here on 
June 21 and police said he could 
have been killed by either opp- 
onents or supporters of the Libyan 
government. 

A Libyan-born Greek sho- 
pkeeper who distributed anti- 
Qadhafi literature was shot and 
wounded here on JuDe 13 and a 
young Libyan visitor has been 


charged with the shooting. 

The flat was rented in Faltas 1 
name and Zawi had been visiting 

him. The two. apparently killed 

Tuesday evening, were found 
early Wednesday by a third Lib- 
yan friend. 

A woman neighbour said she 
heard strange sounds coming from 
the apartment and soon aft- 
erwards the footsteps of two or 
more men running down the sta- 
irs. 

She heard nothing like a shot, 
indicating the gunmen had used 
silencers. 


U.N. chief hopes new Mideast peace 
talks could begin after U.S. elections 


GENEVA (R) — United Nations 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said Wednesday he hoped 
moves towards a new Middle East 
peace process could begin after 
this year's U.S. and Israeli ele- 
ctions. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, who vis- 
ited five Middle Eastern countries 
last month, said he would soon 
hold talks with Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat “so I can 
complete my assessment of the 
situation in the Middle East." 

Informed sources said the talks 
were expected in Geneva next 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The U.N. chief told a press con- 
ference he was pessimistic over 


the chances of convening a full- 
scale Mid east peace conference 
since both Israel and the U.S. had 
rejected the idea. 

“But towards the end of the 
year after the U.S. and Israeli ele- 
ctions are over perhaps we would 
be able to get not just the five cou- 
ntries I visited (Egypt. Syria, Leb- 
anon, Jordan and Israel) but the 
five big powers as well to agree on 
starting a process that will lead to a 
global solution to the Middle East 
problem." 

The U.S. and Israel oppose a 
full-scale Mideast conference 
which they say would be solely a 
forum for East-West polemics and 
an anti-Israel jamboree. Arab and 
Soviet Bloc nations support the 
idea but most Western gov- 


ernments have said such a con- 
ference would be useful only after 
lengthy preparation. 

One possibility, Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar said, would be talks con- 
fined to the five permanent and 10 
non-permanent security council 
members, the five Middle Eastern 
countries and the PLO. 

‘These directly and indirectly 
concerned parties could work 
“cautiously, prudently, gradually 
and discuss various aspects of the 
problem calmly and without rhe- 
toric." he said. 

In the meantime, the U.N. chief 
said, he had suggested the Security- 
Council begin tackling various 
aspects of the problem in working 
groups. 


Syria welcomes new Lebanese security plan 


DAMASCUS (R) — The official 
Syrian media Wednesday wel- 
comed implementation of a new 
security plan in Lebanon, but 
warned against what it saw a 
U.S. -Israeli plot to undermine it. 

AJ Baath, newspaper of the rul- 
ing Baath Party, said the arrival in 
Beirut this week of a U.S. State 
Department envoy should be vie- 
wed with suspicion at a time when 
the Lebanese government was try- 


ing to bring about a lasting peace. 

Robert Pelletreau, U.S. deputy 
assistant secretary of state for 
Middle East affairs, arrived on 
Monday and paid separate visits to 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rashid 
Kar ami and the leader of the 
Shfite Muslim AmaJ Movement, 
Nabih Beni. 

“This unexpected visit is viewed 
with caution because of a plan 
aimed at obstructing the security 


plan and serving Israel and its all- 
ies, who are the parties mainly 
harmed by the stabilisation of sec- 
urity in Lebanon," Al Baath said. 

The semi-official newspaper Al 
Thawra said: "It is no co- 
incidence that Washington should 
send a new envoy to Lebanon ... 
and try to rev ive the politically and 
militarily defeated American line 
at a time when the Lebanese gov- 
ernment had started security plan." 


Egypt may post Moscow envoy in August 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt will post an 
ambassador in Moscow for the 
first time in three years by early 
August, the semi-official daily Al 
Ahram reported Wednesday. 

The paper said Salah Basyouni, 
in charge of information and pol- 
icy assessment in Egypt’s Foreign 
Ministry, would be the first Egy- 
ptian ambassador in the Soviet ' 
capital since 1981, when the late 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
expelled the Soviet ambassador in 
Cairo, accusing him of fomenting 
internal unrest. 

The Egyptian government has 
made no official announcement 
on an exchange of ambassadors, 
but informed sources said last 
week that Egypt had decided to 
risk U.S. displeasure and make the 
move. Egypt receives about $2.25 ' 


billion in civil and military aid a 
year from the U.S., making it the 
second-largest recipient of U.S. 
assistance after Israel. 

Soviet delegate to the U.N. 
Oleg Troyanovsky sa id Tuesday fa 
New York: " We think it only nat- 
ural for two important countries 
like the Soviet Union and Egypt to 
have ambassadors."

The memo, signed by 22 leading 
personalities, former ministers 
and representatives of various 
professions in the public sector, 
suggested that the number of dep- 
t uties representing the West Bank 
be maintained at 50 whilst the 
number representing the East 
Bank should be increased from 30 
to 70 in view of the density of pop- 
ulation in the East Bank. 

The memo also referred to the 
recent amendment to the election 
law which was introduced recently 
and to the provisions of the ori- 
ginal 1 960 election law. It called 
for a revision of the law and for the 
introduction of amendments to 


complement the new situation. 

The Lower House of Par- 
liament was reconvened in Jan- 
uary 19S4 and by-elections were 
held in the East Bank to fill eight 
vacant scats in the 60-scai house. 
The vacant seats for the West 
Bank were filled in an election 
amongst the house members. 

The memo also presented a det- 
ailed analysis of the population 
situation in both banks and pol- 
itical developments that have occ- 
urred in the region since the mer- 
ging of both banks after the 1948 
war. 

The memo referred to the 
growth of population in the East 


Bank and the gradual drop in Ihe 
number of people in the occupied 
West Bank which, ii said, nec- 
essitated a revision of the law. It 
called for a stabilisation of the 
Jordanian-Palcstinian rel- 
ationship and for the involvement 

of all Palestinians living in the East 
Bank in the Jordanian political 

system and parliamentary life so 
that national unity can be enh- 
anced. 

The memo proposed that 30 
deputies should be elected from 
the Amman area, which should be 
divided into five constituencies. 
20 for Irbid Govemorale, eight 
for Balqa. seven for Karak. and 
five for Ma'an. 

Among the signatories are Dr. 
Jamal Al Sha'er. a former cabinet 
minister and member of the Nat- 
ional Consultative Council 
(NCC): Mrs. Na'ila Rashdan. also 
a former NCC member: Dr. 
Abdul Salam Al Qamhawi; a 
prominent physician: Dr. Ada- 
wiyeh Al Alamt. a noted edu- 
cationalist. and advocate Issa Dal- 
lal.

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Step in right direction 

IN AN interview with the Jordan Times last week. Labour Minister 
Tayseer Abdul Jaber spoke of the labour situation in Jordan and 
about measures that have been adopted to regulate the supply of 
manpower and give job opportunities to Jordanians. The reason for 
the new measures, he said, was the rising unemployment among 
Jordanians, especially graduates from community colleges. The Lab- 
our Ministry win issue work permits for non-Jordanian Arab and 
foreign workers only against a payment of JD 10 and JD 30 res- 
pectively, the minister said. 

The new measure, in our view, is a step in the right direction. The 
newly introduced fees will secure nearly JD 1.05 million for tin; 
treasury annually, but the financial factor is not the main or the only 
reason behind the new regulations which were contained in an ame- 
ndment to the Labour Law. The rees charged for issuing work permits 
hardly cover the expenses Incurred in administrative services which 
the authorities offer to organise the employment of workers. The- 
refore, we can conclude that the new measure is aimed at reducing the 
number of foreign workers rather than collecting fees for the treasury. 

The fee is nominal compared with the services the foreign workers 
get upon entering, staying and leaving the country. Most of the foreign 
workers are employed in the construction industry, as nannies or 
domestic employees, or specialists in certain fields. 

In our view, the Labour Ministry will now be able to regulate the 
employment of foreign workers, specially the specialists and experts, 
in view of the availability of Jordanians to do their jobs. The new 
regulations are deemed necessary as unemployment in Jordan now 
'stands at 16,000. in the form of community college graduates alone, 
according to Dr. Abdul Jaber. The minister promised there will be no 
arbitrary measures against the present Arab and foreign workforce, 
but there will rather be an organisation of the inflow of skilled labour, 
technicians and specialists under which priority will be given to Jor- 
'danians. According to the minister’s estimates, the number of non- 
Jordanian workers in Jordan now stands at 120,000, and they all 
benefit from the government’s subsidy offered for bread, water, 
electricity and other consumer items and fuel. These foreign workers 
can transfer their earned money freely to their home countries, and 
the amount so transferred annuall y is estimated at JD 80 million. 

The fees imposed by the Labour Ministry for issuing work permits 
are indeed nominal, and maintaining the measure is bound to increase 
the effectiveness of the new regulations and serve the purpose of the 
new amendment. The new regulation also might not please Jordanian 
businessmen and industrialists and factory owners, but it und- 
oubtedly is a needed step, enabling the government to maintain con- 
trol over, the labour market in Jordan, the organisation of emp- 
loyment and protecting Jordanian workers. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Mandate for Lebanon’s army 

THE LEBANESE people have at last discovered the real role of a 
national army in maintaining law and order in the country. They have 
now empowered the army to take control of Beirut and other parts of 
the country in order to restore stability and security. The leaders of 
the warring factions have discovered that it would not Lake a change 
in the constitution to grant the array full authority over security 
mailers nor would they have to introduce amendments to the nat- 
ional charter drawn up in the days of Independence in order to give 
more power to the armed forces. 

These leaders have now accepted ail the decisions of the country's 
cabinet and agreed on a security plan which emails a deployment of 
army troops in Beirut and the removal of armed groups from the 
streets. This is indeed a constructive step and would enable the 
government to restore security everywhere. The deployment of the 
army in all regions of Lebanon means a return to real peace and 
stability, since the army represents no political faction and takes 
orders only from the government in which all factions are rep- 
resented. The army has a task to carry out inside the cities, where it 
will take measures to rc-cstabiish security, and in the South the army 
has to make sure that the Israelis would withdraw their troops, 
something which all factions have failed to achieve. 


Al Dustour: New Zionist brutality 

ISRAELI SOLDIERS Tuesday fired at Arab students on their way 
to Bethlehem to cany out voluntary work, wounding several of them. 
This attack demonstrates the hatred which Zionism has implanted in 
the hearts of the Israeli soldiers against the Arabs in general and the 
Palestinian people in particular. 

The hatred has transformed the soldiers into ferocious animals 
ready to kill and attack at the orders of their Zionist leaders. This

The past few days witnessed clashes in the 
mountains, in Beirut and in the nonhem town of Tripoli in addition 
to the fighting among Palestinian groups in the refugee camps. 

These factions and their warlords do not want Lebanon to live in 
peace and they are determined to destroy all chances for salvaging 
the country and ending the people's ordeal. 

In Sidon and other partsof the occupied southern Lebanon, people 
were killed eilher by the warring militias or by the Israeli soldiers. 
The prospects for peace look grim despite all the optimistic pre- 
dictions that a comprehensive solution is in the offing. It is true that 
some leaders have voiced their concern over the.ir country’s security 
and future and it is true that some of the militias have begun wit- 
hdrawing heavy weapons from the streets of Beirut, yet one can feel 
that the danger of war still exists and permeates the whole atm- 
osphere. The result of all this will be partition and continued sub- 
jugation of Lebanon to Israeli rule. 


Worse prison conditions for Palestinians

NABLUS, West Bank — Israel is 
transferring 1 ,000 Palestinian pri- 
soners to a new. maximum sec- 
urity jail equipped with a 
computer-con irolled surveillance 
system that keeps a filmed Tecord 
of every detainee 1 s moves. 

It marks a major expansion by 
the Israel Prison Service into occ- 
upied Arab territory. The aim is to 
take pressure off overcrowded 
jails inside Israel, which are buc- 
kling under the impact of a crime 
wave. 


Prison Commissioner Mor- 
dechai Wertheimer alleged Israel 
would however abide by Geneva 
Convention regulations and not 
use West Bank jails to hold Israeli 
criminals. 

The Palestinians brought to this 
jail on the slopes outside Nablus 
are mostly serving long terms for 
resistance activities. Security mea- 
sures were described by a visiting 
American prison consultant as 
“state of the art, nothing left to 
chance”. 

The expert. Gary HilL. from 
Lincoln, Nebraska, said the sur- 
veillance system was probably 
more sophisticated than any ins- 


talled in a Western penal institute. 

Dozens of remote control cam- 
eras scan corridors, doors and the 
perimeter fence, and a single 
guard watches each comer of the 
prison on a bank of television scr- 
eens. 

At his fingertips is a panel that 
controls automatic locks, alarm 
buttons and communications to 
outside watchtowers. 

The cameras record prisoners' 
movements on video film. A com- 
puter can trace each detainee's 
whereabouts and retrieve film that 
shows what he did during the pre- 
vious 24 hours. 

From six to 14 prisoners share 


the cream-coloured cells, equ- 
ipped with toQet, sink and metal 
bunk beds. Prisoners mil eat in 
their cells. 

Because most Palestinian -pri- 
soners refuse to cany out “work 
duties” they are denied “rec- 
reationaT' facilities and spend 22 
hours each day in the cell blocks, 
Wertheimer said. 

For two hours prisoners exe- 
rcise in a triangular-shaped tar- 
mac yard within eight-metre walls. 
The view of the sky is obscured by 
a finely-meshed canopy of barbed 
wire spread overhead. 

Asked if the barbed wire was 
really necessary, Wertheimer res- 


ponded: “Let's be realistic. The 
people on the other side of these 
walls might well be inclined to 
help prisoners." 

An Israeli warder put it slightly . 
differently. "We are the enemy in 
Nablus. This is an Israeli prison for 
Palestinians surrounded by Pal- 
estinians,” he said. 

Prisoners are allowed visitors 
once a month. There is no tel- 
evision but radio broadcasts, cho- 
sen by guards for non-political 
content, are piped in to each 
block. 

The punishment for bad beh- 
aviour is solitaiy confinement in a 
cell measuring three by 1 .4 metres 


equipped with a mattress but no 
bed. 

Israel's plans to replace old, 
overcrowded jails gradually have 
been upset by a leap in the prison 
population, now over 7,000 Wer- 
theimer said. 

Officials had assumed the pri- 
son population would increase by 
about two per cent a year. Instead 
it shot up 16 per cent in 1983 and 
is still rising. 

Until now the 3.000 Pal- 
estinians detained for political and 
resistance actions were held along 
with Israeli criminals in Israel 
With the move to Nablus, Israel is 
starting to separate the two.

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Will ‘Star Wars’ make the globe safer?

LONDON — Can the power of 
technology be used to shield the 
world from the threat of nuclear 
war or would such an effort make' 
atomic combat more likely? 

Would a non-nuclear world be 
safer or would the superpowers be 
more prone to engage in con- 
ventional armed conflict? 

What would become of the U.S. 
commitment to defend its allies in 
Western Europe if America dep- 
loyed President Reagans pro- 
posed "Star Wars” anti-missile 
space defence system and made 
itself immune from Soviet aunck? 
Would not such an immunity inc- 
rease war-like tendencies in the 
U.S.? 

These basic questions are being 
debated in Western Europe as 
Moscow and Washington spar 
over possible talks on space wea- 
pons. The Kremlin's offer last 
week of talks in Austria this Sep- 
tember drew a quick positive U.S. 
response. 

Moscow deemed the U.S. idea 
of including nuclear missiles on 
the agenda "unsatisfactory.” but 
the talks offer still stands. Neg- 
otiations would be welcome in 
Western Europe, where "Star 
Wars” has raised serious con- 
cerns. Western diplomats say. 

The proposed talks would enc- 
ompass anti-satellite weapons 
which each side is developing as 


well as Star Wars systems, which 
could use laser beams or other 
exotic means to destroy missiles in 
space thousands of miles away. 

The U.S. Defence Department 
, announced last month that it had 
destroyed a dummy missile. in 
"'fiight for the first time, using less 
advanced non-laser technology. 

The wisdom and feasibility of 
the Star Wars idea has been que- 
stioned by some European dip- 
lomats. 

British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, who was in Mos- 
cow last week for talks with Kre- 
mlin leaders, warned that "abs- 
olute security for one country 
would mean absolute insecurity 
for another.” 

Similar doubts were aired by 
West German and Dutch officials 
at a NATO meeting in April. Pro- 
fessor Lawrence Freedman, dir- 
ector of war studies at King's Col- 
lege. London, warns that one side 
moving to deploy such a system 
might prompt a pre-emptive att- 
ack. 

"The transition period as one 
side moves trom vulnerability to 
invulnerability would ... be highly 
dangerous.” he said. 

Many Western defence analysts 
reject Mr. Reagan's premise that 
it is possible to escape the balance 
of terror, in which peace depends 
on the mutual fear of atomic ret- 
aliation. 

Colonel Jonathan Alford of the 
International Institute of Strategic 


Studies in London says a Star 
Wars defence could atjbest deflect 
only 90 per cent of incoming mis- 
siles. which “must raise doubts 
about such a tattered umbrella.” 

Simple counter-measures such 
. as decoy dummy warheads could 
allow more than 90 per cent of 
missiles to get through, and a Star 
Wars defence would not work aga- 
inst low-flying cruise missiles, he 
says. Star Wars also would stoke 
the arms race by inducing Moscow 
to build more warheads to con- 
found defences. 

Col. Alford argues that a Star 
Wars system of space-based sen- 
sors and communication' links 
would be highly vulnerable to att- 
ack. 

St3r Wars has. however, won 
strong backing from some West . 
European military analysts. 

Retired British air Vice- - 
Marshal Stewart Menaul says the 
programme would be feasible. 
"Defensive weapons systems 
which do not kill people ... are to 
be preferred to the never-ending 
spiral of offensive weapons sys- 
tems which do.” he said. 

Marshal Freedman maintains 
that Washington, in its push for a 
Star Wars system, has failed to ask 
whether a world free of the nuc- 
lear threat would even be safer. 

"The trend is toward upset and 
upheaval, but nuclear weapons 
arc an important thing damping 
that down.” he said. 

Another issue causing unease is 


what impact an effective Star 
Wars scheme would have on the 
security of Western Europe. 

West German officials believe 
the Star Wars effort, if imp- 
lemented, could decouple Ame- 
rica from its NATO allies and 
leave them more vulnerable “to 
attack or Soviet intimidation.” 

U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger told NATO ministers 
in Aprilthat Europe would be inc- 
luded in a Star Wars defence, but 
analysts such as Col. Alford are 
skeptical. 

Some Europeans fear that U.S. 
interest in defending Europe 
could evaporate if America’s own 
cities became immune or virtually 
immune from Soviet attack. 

The talks proposed by Moscow 
would cover schemes such as Star 
Wars as well as anti-satellite wea- 
pons that are designed to knock 
out communications systems. 

The Soviet Union already has a 
rudimentary anti-satellite system, 
but U.S. development is still going 
on. 

If Moscow deployed even a par- 
tial space defence system in res- 
ponse to a U.S. deployment, it 
might play havoc with the small, 
independent nuclear forces of Bri- 
tain, France, and China. 

“It could make a mess of the 
British nuclear deterrent,” Prof. 
Freedman said, noting that Bri- 
tain’s fewer submarine-launched 
missiles would be easier to stop. 


Vietnam troop pull-out seen by Western 
observers as insignificant tactical move

BANGKOK — Vietnam says a 
partial pull-out of its troops from 
Kampuchea, completed Sunday, 
is a sign that it wants to withdraw 
completely from the war- lorn 

country, but Western diplomats 
maintain the move is only a token. 

Despite Hanoi's withdrawal of 
about 10.000 of an estimated 
1NQ.000 troops in Kampuchea, it 
is clear that the five-year conflict is 
not much closer to a solution. 

A series of interviews con- 
ducted by Reuters in Phnom 
Penh, Hanoi and Bangkok sho- 
wed virtually no agreement 
among the opposing sides in the 
conflict — except that Hanoi- 
backed Phnom Penh government 
troops would continue their fighi 
against Kampuchean terroriM 
groups. 

Hanoi's ambassador in Phnum 
Penh. Ngo Dion, called the troop 
withdrawal "an important step" 
that showed Vietnam did not want 
to be in Kampuchea. 

"Vietnam has passed through 
40 years of war." he said. "We 
don’t want further sacrifice.” 

But the ambassador added that 
until the Heng Samrin gov- 
ernment could detend itself. Vie- 
tnam's troops would have to rem- 


ain in Kampuchea, where they had 
helped overthrow the tyrannical 
Peking- hacked Khmer Rouge 
governments 

“The Kampucheans must be 
able in delend themselves. If we 
succeed tin helping them reach 
that goal} we will withdraw.” he 
said. of Pol Prtfc- 

Western diplomats in Hanoi 
and Bangkok said Vietnam had no 

intention of withdrawing more 

than a tnken number of troops 
since it secs j stable and compliant 
Kampuchea as v ital to its own sec- 
urity. 

They alleged that the wit- 
hdrawal. carried out before ass- 
embled foreign journalists, was 
only a troop rotation. 

The l ‘nited States. China, the 
Association of Southeast Asian 

Nations (ASEAN) and Kam- 
puchean terrorist groups have all 
dismissed similar troop wit- 
hdrawals m July l'»S2 and May 
last year as rotation nl Vietnamese 
lorces. 

The Khmer Rouge, the main 
Kampuchean anti-government 
group, recently said that 3.000 
tresh troops had already been 
moved into Kampuchea from Vie- 
tnam to replace some of those wit- 
hdrawn. 

One I lanoi-based Western dip- 
lomat culled thci withdrawal “a

glorious rerun of last year's cha- 
rade.” 

He said that Vietnam was trying 
to suggest flexibility without alt- 
ering its large military presence in 
Kampuchea. 

Western diplomats in Bangkok 
said that Vietnam could withdraw 
10.000 troops — the same number 
pulled out last year — and still 
fight a coalition of about 50,000 

guerrillas. 

The Phnom Penh government 
has said the withdrawal shows it is 
now better able to fight the rebels, 
mostly based along the Thai- 
Kampuchcan border. 

Although Vietnamese troops 
are still evident in Phnom Penh 
they are not seen in force in the 


capital and most of the routine 
guard duty is by Kampuchean sol- 
diers. 

The Vietnamese ambassador 
said the trend towards using Kam- 
puchean troops in combat was inc- 
reasing. But Kampuchean rebel 
groups in Bangkok claimed the 
bulk of the fighting was still by tbe 
Vietnamese. 

Prince Norodom Ranariddh, 
son and spokesman of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, who heads 
the “coalition of Kampuchean 
Resistance Groups.” said: “We 
still see almost no Heng Samrin 
troops along the border.” - 

While gauging public opinion in 
Vietnam is difficult, some res- 
idents of Ho Chi Minh City told 
me during a recent vfeit that they 
were unhappy, that relatives bad 
been sent to fight in Kampuchea 
for so long. 

In Phnom Penh, local people 
did not appear to be openly hostile 
to the Vietnamese, Shopkeepers 
said that Vietnamese soldiers 
were well behaved, “far better' 
than Kampuchean troops and civil 
administrators.” 

Western diplomats said they, 
believed Vietnam, although -poor* 
and in need of development, 
would be able to continue fighting 
as long as it was supported by the’ 
Soviet Union. 


Britain is third largest 
exporter to the Arabs

In a special interview with Raotzf 
Kobeissi for the Arab Business Report, he explains Britain s role m 
trading with the Arab World . 

ministers of the government and 
private sector businessmen from 
Iraq and Kuwait, Minister Cha- 
nnon found encouraging evidence 
that Britain has developed a good 
reputation with regard to trading.' 
The possible image of late del- 
iveries of the last few years, has 
apparently disappeared. Rel- 
ations between the two sides are 
positive and this is partly due to 
historical reasons. There are many 
Arab-British connections made 
by people speaking and knowing 
about each others language and 
country. Minister Channon und- 
erstands that this may have started 
the good relationship, but knows 
that people do not trade on “sen- 
timent” alone. “The product must 
be of excellent aualitv and com- 
petitively priced and it is imp- 
ortant that Britain meets delivery - 
dates. Britain must work hard to 
maintain her share of the market. 
British companies must be aware 
that this market is competitive and 
involves sophisticated and well- 
informed Arab businessmen and 
they know exactly what Britain 
can offer.” 

Minister Channon pointed out 
the following ways in which Bri- 
tain is helping the development of. 
the Middle East: British con- 
sultants have been extremely suc- 
cessful in helping the inf- 
rastructure of the Middle East and 
they have been advising for many 
years: British contractors have fol- 
lowed this advice up with budding 
roads, hospitals and ports' fix 
example: there are a whole range 
of companies, who sell cousunw 
goods, food stuffs, electrical goods 
and so on. Minister Channon sta- 
tes that it is impossible to gen- 
eralise, when there is such a var- 
iety of services Britain can offer to 
the Middle East. 

Britain has established, the- 
refore, good relations with the 
Middle East. The key to this suc- 
cess. as Minister Channon des- 
cribed, iscompetitive pricing, qua- 
lity merchandise and reliable del- 
iveries. Britain has done weD in 
the Middle East and British firms 
are interested in continuing and 
exapanding their trade with the 
Arab World. Minister Channon 
hopes that “Britain and the Mid- 
dle East can continue to co- 
operate with each other to their 
mutual benefit.” — Arab Business 
Report, London. 


“THE MIDDLE East is already. 
Britain's third largest market exp- 
ort area after the United States 
and Western Europe. Britain has 
approximately a 10 per oent share 
of the Middle East market. Bri- 
tain's .export to Kuwait is inc- 
reasing and figures for the other 
Gulf states are generally good. 
This is reflected by the 50 per cent 
rise in exports to Bahrain, a 20 per 
cent increase to Saudi Arabia and 
to Dubai exports have improved 
by 10 per cent.” 

Minister Channon believes that 
the Middle East is an important 
market and would like to see an 
increase in Britain's percentage 
share of the trade.

Minister 
Channon considers this fair, pro- 
bably, to be the most important in 
the Middle East and it was an 
opportunity for the minister to 
meet with tbe Iraqi minister for 
trade as well as with all the British 
exhibition. These contacts are 
advantageous for British business - 
with Iraq. Although there have ' 
been delayed payments from Iraq 
due to the Gulf war. Minister 
Channon was assured by Iraat 
ministers that steps were being 
taken to speed up payment of 
these debts and. according to dis- 
cussions both at the Trade Fair 
and subsequently, the payments 
are being made. 

Britain’s relations with Iraq are 
thus improving as are those with 
Kuwait. Britain’s exports to Kuw- 
ait are increasing and Kuwait’s 
export to Britain hqs decreased by 
45 per cent, because Britain needs 
less oil at the present time and has 
her own supplies. Minister Cha- 
nnon does not foresee the dif- 
ference causing any problems 
between the two countries, bec- 
ause “Kuwait is a very strong bel- 
iever in free trade.”

REYKJAVIK — Icelandic Fin- 
ance Minister' Albert Gud- 
mundsson might go to jail for the 
love of Lucy. He has even thr- 
eatened to resign and leave the 
country rather than say goodbye 
to his 1 3-year-old mongrel bitch. 

Mr. Gudmundsson was sen- 
tenced last week to a fine of 6,500 
crowns ($220) or eight days’ in 
prison for keeping Lucy m the Ice- 
landic capital, where dogs are 
banned. He has yet to decide 
which to choose. 

Icelanders relish the thought of 
a finance minister behind bars, 
and. Mr. Gudmundsson himself is 
playing up to the possibility, but 
Reykjavik Town Council is exp- 
ected to defuse tbe issue by voting 
this week to license dogs in the 
Icelandic capital. 

Mr. Gudmundsson* s stand since 
a journalist repotted him to the 
police in January has played its 
part of forcing the council to con- 
sider repealing an official ban, 
which is widely flouted. 

But Mayor David Oddson told 
Reuters the main reason was that 
the enforcement of strict rules aga- 
nst dog nuisance. was not possible 
without licensing. 

The pressure of foreign dog- 
lovers in Reykjavik may also have 
played some part, Mr. Oddson 
said. -

“Science provides man with 


physical and at times spiritual 
satisfaction. Literature, on the 
other hand, nourishes the soul; 
it observes scientific methods 
and laws (grammatical rules 
and patterns).

“Therefore,” he continued,

. erature is void of any scientific 
aspect. Science in Arabic is 
knowledge, and knowledge is 
not limited only to the tra- 
ditional classification of what 
we know as science, it also inc- 
ludes interalia religion and lit- 
erature. 

“What do you call Ph.D. and 
M.A. dissertations and thesis in 
literature?” he wondered, “ A- 
reo’t they done within a sci- 
entific context?” “Aren’t they 
following scientific methods 
and approaches?” 

He ended the discussion by 
telling his audience about a 
wonderful comedy which is 
based ou a study conducted by 
the playwright herself. Mary 


Chase wrote her play “Ber- 
nardine” after having emb- 
arked on an impossible jou- 
rney... into a world where she 
did not belong — a study of the 
viewpoint of a crowd of teen- 
age boys- “Bernardine” is a 
boy-filled comedy that, like the 
teen-agers Mrs. Chase studied, 
is “irreverent, happy and w- 
ise.” The leading character is 
Wormy, known to his parents 
as Buford. The plot involves a 
challenge as important to 
Wormy’s gang as any sacred 
quest was to the knights of the 
Round Table-thc winning of 
Bernardine. “ Bernard ine is a 
dream, the boys’ name for the 
most beautiful and desirable of 
women. She becomes a reality 
when Wormy sees Enid Lacey 
in a hotel lobby. ” A real Ber- 
nardine” his frieDds agree, and 
Wormy brashly asks her for a 
date. Enid is beautiful: she is 
blond and sophisticated. She is 
not taken by Wormy’s story 
that he is an orphan about to be 
shipped off to South America, 
but she is touched by his eager 


awkward charm and amused by 
his brashness. She agrees to a 
date and invites him to come up 
to her apartment. For him it is a 
moment of triumph: 

“Oh Bernardine! (He moves 
closer to her). Don't you know 
what you do to a guy? Don’t you 
realise? Is it possible yon don't 
know? I think that would be 
pretty obvious: You send him.” 

“You’re like a song floating 
by. You’re dreamy. You make 
him want to trail behind you, 

follow you wherever you’re 
going, and never, never, never 
come back to where he is.” 

For her, it is a lime for nos- 
talgia: 

“I wasn’t bored- because I 
was miserable. I was so boy 
may." 

“So awkward — so over- 
anxious — the boys all ran away 
from me — but I kept running 
after them.” 

In conclusion, the objective 
participant remarked, "a piece 
of art. and a profound research 
— does it prove the point?”

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Overcrowded sidewalks 

HAVE YOU noticed how they sell everything in the streets? 
It is enough for you to pass by one of the large avenues to be 
assaulted by merchants of all kinds. I am not talking about 
the chewing gum and lottery people whose presence has 
become a normal sight but of the others, those who sell 
coloured dusting feathers on traffic lights, and pieces of 
material to clean the windows, or the last gadget, a clown on 
a swing that a trader showed me by knocking at the window 
of my car. It is almost impossible to eqjoy a red traffic light 
peacefully without being pestered by a trader. 

There are also the other merchants, more sophisticated. 
Those sell the latest season’s fruit: hot chestnuts, corn cobs, 
green almonds, janarik, in small quantities just enough to 
consume during your drive. 

Then there are the fruit and vegetable cases on the sid- 
ewalks, and recently there is the Lebanese “markouk” 
bread brought from Azrak. Heaps of bread are on the 
sidewalk while one of the traders rushes to every passing car 
holding one or two bags. In the Amman surroundings they 
would offer you... fish. The hand stretched, I he guy would 
move the tail of the fish meaning that it is very fresh (?) They 
would also offer you eggs, all kinds of herbs, lettuces and 
even car parts which most probably had fallen from passing 
cars. 

But the best I have seen among all these is this merchant 
who sells watermelons in his tent, day and night; and in 
order to attract the attention of prospective clients he has 
exposed a painting showing a beautiful Arab woman holding 
a watermelon while a gas lamp cast its shades over it. 
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Those specks in the eggnog are little bits of Grenada

WASHINGTON — Chances are, 
about one of every 10 mugs.of- 
eggnog sipped during the holidays 
will be spiced with nutmeg from 
Grenada. 

And the island's nutmeg is part 
of the secret formula of some dou- 
ghnuts, sausages, colas, oin- 
tments. perfumes, and even cig- 
arettes. 

Grenada — the Caribbean’s 
“ Isle of Spice” — supplies almost 
a quarter of the world’s nutmeg, 
most going to Great Bri tain and 
Canada. Only about nine per cent 
of the nutmeg consumed by Ame- 
ricans is Grenadian. Last faffs 
U.S. invasion of the island, say 
spice merchants, did not cause ser- 
ious shortages, but wholesale pri- 
ces rose 20 cents a pound soon 
after U.S. Marines occupied the 
island. 

Matters of taste 

-Americans may qpt know 
they prefer the sweet, subtle fiarv. 
vour of Indonesian nutmeg in 
their eggnog and cookies. Var- 
iables in soil and growing con- 
ditions account for the slightly dif- 
ferent taste of the eastern variety, 
says Tom Miller of McCormick & 
Co., the world’s largest spice com- 
pany. But Grenada has the edge in 
the whole-nutmeg category; its 
nutmegs are prettier. Miller says. 

During harvest times in Gre- 
nada, shades of scarlet sparkle in 
the lush emerald growth. The fruit' 
of the nutmeg tree has split open, 
revealing the spice known as 
mace, a red membrane that spr- 
eads like fin ge rs over the dark 
brown nutmeg shell. Nutmeg and 
mace have similar flavours and 
can be used almost int- 
erchangeably. although mace is a 
bit milder and not as sweet. The 
trees produce six pounds of nut- 
meg for every pound of mace. 

Nutmeg is almost as crucial to a 
doughnut as a hole. “Everyone 
from Betty Crocker on down adds 
a little nutmeg to their doughnuts 
and baked products.” says Miller. 

And the spice is part of the rec- 



When the fruit of the nutmeg tree pops open, it’s almost ready to 
harvest. Soon the nutmeg win drop to the ground. A web of scarlet 

ipe that makes one brand of hot 
dog or bologna taste different 
from another. “Nutmeg seems to 
balance out other flavours and 
blend them,” explains Elias Val- 
dez of Oscar Mayer Foods Corp- 
To make the spice blendabie, 
the company starts with whole 
nutmegs, grinding them and then 
running the grounds through a 
large perforated container that 
resembles the basket of a coffee 
percolator. An organic solvent 


mace, another valuable spice, spreads over the nutmeg shell. It is 
stripped off and sold separately (National Geograpk photo) 


turns the grounds into nutmeg 
“butter,” a pale yellow substance 
with the consistency of app- 
lesauce. The solvent is later rem- 
oved. 

Captain starts crop 

The nutmeg tree, which can 
grow 70 feet tall, requires tropical 
temperatures and plenty of water. 
The Windward Islands chain is 
ideal; some parts of Grenada rec- 


ord more than 150 inches of rai- 
nfall a year. So in 2 843, when an 
English sea captain on his way 
home from the Spice Islands of the 
East Indies stopped at Grenada, 
he planted a few trees. 

Today the $3-miHion nutmeg 
export, along with cacao and ban- 
anas, helps prop up Grenada’s 
shaky economy. 

The spice crop is testimony to 
the Grenadians’ patience. Nutmeg 


-trees Lake about six years to mat- 
ure and 25 years to reach max- 
imum yield. The female tree bears 
the fruit, which splits apart when 
ripe to allow the mace-covered 
nutmeg shell to fall to the ground, 
where workers pick it up. The 
mace is stripped off, dried, and 
cured, turning yellow in the pro- 
cess. The nutmeg is shelled, its 
kernel graded, then offered to the 
world. — National Geographic 
feature. 


Kipling of the Empire comes 
to life in a London theatre

LONDON — AJec McCowen 
walks on stage, puts his hat. ove- 
rcoat and scarf on a hatstand. 
lights a pipe and becomes Rud- 
vard Kipling, the writer who told 
his fellow countrvmen what it was 
like to carry the white man’s bur- 
den. 

Alone for two hours without a 
prompter, for six nights a week at 
London’s Mermaid Theatre. 
McCowen recites tales, poems and 
extracts from Kipling’s letters and 
autobiography. 

In a study — copied from Kip- 
ling’s in the writer’s Sussex home 
— the actor peers at his audience 
through gold-rimmed glasses, 
thumb in waistcoat pockets, lea- 
ning forward just as Kipling did. 
French windows look out on an 
English lawn, but black elephant 
book-ends on the desk behind him 
givefthat Kipling touch of romance 
in the east. 

Reciting poems like “The Bal- 
lad of East and West” and“Gunga 
Din.” McCowen defends the wri- 
ter who was dismissed by det- 
ractors in his lifetime as imp- 
erialist and jingo. 

Those who liked the “Jungle 
Book” and “Just so Stories.” arg- 
ued that Kipling simply pleaded 
for those who laboured half- 
forgotten in far-away places, and 
that he showed how important 
were law, loyalty and honour. 

It might seem very old hat now- 
adays. but the actor shouts at his 
audience: “Was I so wrong?” 

They love it and so do the cri- 
tics. On June 19 the show which 
opened May 31 was extended to 
July 21. 

Going solo is not new for McC- 
owen. He learned the whole of St. 
Mark's gospel in the New Tes- 
tament and reciting it made him 
famous through performances in 
Britain, the United States. Can- 
ada. Hong Kong. Poland and 
Denmark. 

He performed it in the White 


House at the invitation of Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter in November 
1979. 

Asked how he does all the 
memorising, the 59-year-old actor 
said he starts first thing in the 
morning. 

“I wake at six. hopefully ref- 
reshed. and learn for two hours. 
There are no worries or pressures 
then. 1 learn a little at a time.” he 
said in an interview. 

■* It terrifies me at the start bec- 
ause I've no idea where it’s all 
going to come from. But it does 
come from somewhere. But then 
I’m ashtonished when 1 see a pia- 
nist playing faster than I can speak 
— how does it all get from his 
mind into his fingers?” 

Does he ever forget his lines? 

“All actors live in fear of it.” 
said McCowen. “One often has lit- 
tle blackouts. For me it’s caused 
by some disturbance. I can handle 
an audience fidgeting, coughing or 
talking, or traffic, or planes. But if 
someone who works in the theatre 
makes a noise or talks. 1 get very 
angry. 

“In the Loeb theatre at Harvard 
someone was hammering in the 
carpenter's shop. I could hear it 
but the audience couldn’t. I was 
doing St. Mark so it was very out 
of character, but 1 left the stage 
and swore at them, yelled at them 
to stop.” 

In a one-man show, an actor has 
•to conserve energy, he said. 

“ You have to be in peak form 
every night. Waiting for the per- 
formance. I could quite easily gel 
Deurotic in the daytime. 

Eight in the day. he revises 
“Kipling” from time to time from 
a notebook where he jotted down 
much of Brian Clark’s script. 

“ It contains the details that rem- 
ind me of awkward places.” he 
said. “A word can go out of your 
head and you need a trick to rem- 
eber it. The repetitions in Kip- 
ling's poetry can be difficult. 

“I was never any good at mat- 
hematics and in St. Mark, there 
are two loaves and fishes miracles: 
five loaves among 5.000. two fish 
and 12 baskets of fragments, then 


seven loaves among 4,000 a few 
fishes and seven baskets of fra- 
gments. That's difficult to get 
right. How 1 ever got through the 
loaves and fishes Til never know.” 
After the interval at the Mer- 
maid. McCowen comes on with a 
teacup and saucer and drinks. 
What's in ihe cup? 

“Tea. of course, with honey. 
And 1 have a mug of a tea with 
honey in my dressing room. 
Honey is very good for the throat. 

“The voice is a wonderful guide 
to your performance. If I'm not 
acting well, my throat hurts. That 
means I’m forcing it. The tem- 
ptation in 'Kipling is to scream 
and shout. If I'm in good form I 
can come off singing, go out to 
dinner and talk for two hours.” 
McCowen said: “I always wan- 
ted to be what the Americans call 
a vaudevillean and the nearest you 
can get is a one-man show.” 
Kipling, a museum curator's son 
born in Bombay in 1 865. wassch- . 
ooled in England, worked as a 
journalist in Lahore for seven 
years and then returned home for 
good. He won the nobel literature 
prize in 1907 and when he died in 
1936 he was buried in the Nat- 
ional Pantheon of Westminster 
Abbey. 

How does McCowen feel about 
Kipling? 

“My idea of him was widened. 
The diversity of his work and his 
personality was much greater than 
1 thought. There was a great deal 
more to him than imperialism. 

“1 understood him better when 
I saw a home movie of him playing 
with children and roaring with 
laughter. It was more revealing 
than reading long books.” 

Playwright Clark has similar 
feelings. 

“My idea of Kipling changed as 
I read him.” he said. “I had pic- 
tured him as an old-fashioned, 
jingoistic old so-and-so and not a 
very nice man. He may not have 
been a nice man but he was an 
exciting one. Wc'rc all full of those 
contradictions but Kipling was 
sufficient of an artist to enliven 
them and make them live.'

Lloyd ends Swede’s dream 


LONDON (R) — Chris Evert LJoyd ended the dre- 
ams of unseeded Swede Carina Karlsson and res- 
tored her own proud Wimbledon record by reaching 
the women’s singles se mifinals for the 12th time here 
Wednesday. 


The 29-year-old American, 
who has won three Wimbledon tit- 
les, demolished the 20-year-old 
Karlsson 6-2, 6-2 in just 52 min- 
utes to take her place in Thu- 
rsday's semifinals against Hana 
Mandlikova of Czechoslovakia. 

Victory for the secondr-seeded 
Lloyd came after her defeat in the 
third round here last year by 
fellow- American Kathy Jordan, 
Lloyd's only loss before the sem- 
ifinals of a "Grand Slam” event 
since she first appeared in the U.S. 
Open in 1972 at the age of 16. 

For Karlsson, it was a stark rem- 
inder that despite her thrilling ear- 
lier victories over former cha- 
mpion Virginia Wade of Britain 
and 15th- seeded Andrea Tem- 
esvari there is a huge gap between 
herself and the top players. 

She was inconsistent and ine- 
xperienced, but though she was 
overwhelmed, she was not ove- 
rawed and she played with spirit 
and aggression throughout. 

'‘It was fun. I’ve enjoyed the 
whole tournament, but this was 
the best of alL being on centre 
court and playing Chris Lloyd.' 
Karlsson said. “She played really 
well but I think it is just a little step 
for me to reach her standard* 

Number two seed Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia, who won the 
French Open by beating John 
McEnroe in five sets in Paris last 
month, arrived safely in the last 
four of the men’s singles by bea- 
ting Davis Cup team-mate Tomas 
Smid 6-1, 7-6, 6-3. 

Lendl, who will meet Jimmy 
Connors who defeated unseeded 
Paul Annacone for a place in the 
final, received a warning in the 
second set for verbal abuse. 


After the match Lendl said: "If 
she had bothered to answer that 
would have been an end of it... 
maybe she's deaf, too." 

Apart from a brief scare in the 
second set when Smid seeded 
13th, hauled himself back to 3-3 
after losing the first three games, 
Lendl was otherwise untroubled 
surrendering a mere two points on 
serve in the third set and winning 
in little over an hour and a half. 

Connors, champion here in 
1974 and 19S2. won 6-2, 6-4, 6-2 
against compatriot Paul Ann- 


acone who came through the qua- 
lifying rounds and then beat 12th 
seeded American Johan Kriek 'in 
the founh round in straight sets. 

The grunting Connors was in 
merciless form and at one point 
appeared poised for an eveo easier 
victory when he led 6-2, 5-1 . 

But he lost three successive 
games when he could no longer 
resist the temptation of playing up 
to the gallery. 

Annacone, bitterly dis- 
appointed that his giant-killing 
run had come to an end admitted: 
"I didn’t play as well as I would 
have liked because my serve was 
not as good as it has been. 

"I really believed I could win... 
there’s no point in being here unl- 
ess you think that.

BARCELONA, Spain (R) — 
Argentine Diego Maradona, the 
world’s most expensive soccer 
player, left here Wednesday for 
Italy saying he had no regrets 
about parting with Spanish club 
Barcelona and just wanted to ded- 
icate himself to the game. 

The stocky striker, signed by 
Italian club Napoli for $7.5 mil- 
lion in a last-minute deal over the 
weekend, was flying first to Rome 
and was expected to travel to Nap- 
les Thursday. 

Napoli fans were disappointed 
to learn Wednesday that a special 
welcoming party, scheduled to 
take place at the San Paolo sta- 
dium Wednesday night, had been 
postponed. The club said the 
"Dieguito Day” party, at which 
Maradona was due to arrive by 
helicopter in the centre circle of 
the 80,000 capacity stadium, had 
been put off for “organisational 
reasons.” 

After travelling to . Naples. 
Maradona will later return to 
Spain to complete details of his 
final departure from Barcelona 
after two years with the dub. 


“Fm leaving happy because this 
is what I wanted. I gave everything 
I had to Barcelona and if 1 didn't 
triumph it was because God dido' t 
want it that way,” Maradona told 
reporters. 

" 1 leave with my head held high, 
without regretting anything and 
without having to say sorry to 
anyone,” he added. 

After two lacklustre seasons, 
culminating this year in a three- 
month ban for his part in a cup 
final brawl between opposing pla- 
yers, his once glittering image has 
crumbled. 


FIFA changes 
free-kick law 


ZURICH (R) — The Int- 
ernational Football Federation 
(FIFA) Wednesday announced a' 
change in soccer's indirect free- 
kick rule to prevent overcrowding 
in the penalty area. 

Under the new rule, which 
comes into effect on July 25, ind- 
irect free-kicks awarded to att- 
acking teams inside the penalty 
area will no longer be taken from 
the spot where the offence was 
committed. 

Instead the kick will be taken on 
the edge of the penalty area on the 
line parallel with the goal line. The 
new rule also applies when an inc- 
ident requiring a dropped-ball res- 
tart occurs in the penalty area. 

Up to now indirect free-kicks 
iuside the penalty area have often 
led to furious scrambles as def- 
enders try to prevent the ball 
being tapped to a teammate for a 
shot at goal. Referees have faced 
an almost impossible task ens- 
uring the kick was taken fairly.

Iran has' pushed in the past for a reversal of the decision by the 
Organisation Q f Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) in March 
1983 to cut the marker price of its crude by $5 by a barrel from $34. 

The bi-annual conference of oO ministers erf OPEC members is 
r being held in Vienna against a badqirop of a continued world glut 
and analysts have said moves for a price rise would probably be 
resisted. 

Mr. Mousavi- said the $5-a-barrel -reduction had not led to world 
economic prosperity but that it had been pocketed by "arrogant 


He also referred to. last year’s move to stop in Iranian becoming 
OPEC secretary-general,, .saying: “Our position is explicit. The 
secretary-general should be either from Iran or there should be none 
elected.” _ . . 

Asked if Iran would raise- Gulf issues at the conference. Mr. 
Mousavi said all issues related to oil would be raised. "Oil issues are 
not separate from politics} issues and incidents in the Gulf affect the 
oil market," he added. 


Manila asks creditor banks 
to extend debt moratorium 


MANILA (R) — The Philippines has asked its creditor banks for a 
third extension of a 90-day moratorium on debt repayments, central 
bank sources said. Wednesday. 

The government first sought a suspension of payments to foreign 
creditors last October when the country ran into financial trouble. 
The moratorium has been extended twice since then. 


One banker said creditors had nochoice but to accept the request 
as they knew the Philippines -could not pay its -debts of about $26 
b31ton. The present moratorium expires on July 16. 

Bankers said the latest appeal had been foreseen because of delays 
in reaching an agreement on a $650 minion standby credit with the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

An IMF team is expected in Manila over the weekend. An aide of 
Prime Minister Cesar Virata has said the government hopes to reach 
an agreement on the new credit lifeline later this month. 

The agreement will Anally pave the way for debt restructuring talks 
with creditors.The Philippines wants to renegotiate part of its foreign 
-debt and is also seeking about $1.6 billion in fresh loans from the 
'banks. 


British miners, NCB agree 
to open new round of talks 


LONDON (R) — Britain's str- 
iking coal-miners meet employers 
this week in a third attempt to end 
a 1 7-week stoppage. 

Mr. Arthur Scargill. militant 
leader of the miners, said Tuesday 
night that his union had agreed to 
another round of talks with the 
state-owned National Coal Board 
(NCB) on the central issue of pit 
closures. 

The announcement came as the" 
miners and transport unions tried- 
to tighten a blockade of Britain’s 
steel plants, but failed to stop vita] 
convoys of coal and iron ore. 

Commentators were cautious 
about predicting a quick end to the 
strike, which has developed into 
the most violent labour dispute in 
Britain’s post-war history. Nearly 
4;000 miners have been arrested 
on picket lines and for the first 
time police have donned riot geat 
to confront strikers. 


The strike is widely seen as a 
trial of strength between a tra- 
ditionally powerful union and a 
Conservative government out to 
tame British trade unionism once 
and foT all. 

Announcing the talks, Mr. Sca- 
rgiU said the dispute could only be 
resolved if the board withdrew its 
programme of pit closures. 

The coal board’s American 
“boss. Mr. Ian Macgregor„ com^ 
men ted: “Despite the rhetoric 
behind Mr. Scargill’s ann- 
ouncement. we shall be end- 
eavouring to have a constructive 
discussion." 

Wednesday the coal board bou- 
ght advertising space in British 
newspapers .to try to coax striking 
miners back to work, saying they 
were being misled by their union 
leaders. About 70 per cent of Bri- 
tain’s 180,000 miners are on str- 
ike.

Daimler-Benz reports 
$ 1.25b in lost sales 


STUTTGART, West Germany 
(R) — Luxury carmakers 
'Daimler-Benz said Wednesday 
the seven-week metalworkers 
dispute had cost the firm 3.5 bil- 
lion marks ($1.25 billion) in lost 
sales, forced it to cut production 
targets and damaged West Ger- 
many’s reputation for reliability. 

Chief executive Mr. Erusr Bre- 
itschwerdt told a shareholders 
meeting, held one day after Dai- 
mler workers returned to work, 
that the dispute over a shorter 
working week which crippled the 
nation’s auto industry would cut 
considerably into operating pro- 
fits. 

The luxury saloon makers were 
now forced to lower their car pro- 
duction targets to about 476,000 
vehicles this year from the 
520,000 planned before the str- 
ike. Commercial vehicle output 
would also fall short of target. 

Mr. Breitschwerdt said this was 
not only due to the halt in pro- 
duction, but to long delays in del- 
iveries. Customers abroad were 
cancelling commercial vehicle 
orders on a large scale. 

"The length of the dispute has 
started to make people doubt the 
legendary reliability of German 


suppliers” he said. 

In the international car market 
shifts occurred which were det- 
rimental to West German pro- 
ducers. he said. 

Some 25,000 metalworkers in 
the Stuttgart area returned to 
work Tuesday after accepting a 
90-minute cut in the .working 
week to 38.5 hours to end the cos- 
tliest labour dispute in the cou- 
ntry’s history. Workers in the Fra- 
nkfort region are expected to fol- 
low suit Thursday. 

The German Vehicle Producers 
Association has put the cost to the 
motor industry alone at 10 billion 
marks ($3.8 billion) and eco- 
nomists have had to revise dow- 
nwards their forecasts for overall 
economic growth in 1984. 

Mr. Breitschwerdt said his 
export-oriented company could 
not have met the extra cost that 
imposition of the union's original 
demand for a 35-hour week would 
have meant. 

The Daimler world group Iasi 
year made a record net profit of 
988 million marks ($359 million) 
on 40 billion ($14.3 billion) sales 
and was heading for a new record 
this year before the strike. 


China announces sharp rise 
in foreign currency reserves 


PEKING (R) — China Wednesday reported a sharp rise in foreign 
currency reserves, at $15.69 billion roughly five times more than its 
overseas debt. 

A central bank report published in the China Daily said the res- 
erves rose 9.4 per cent in the first three moDths of 1 984, compared 
with 1.9 per cent in the previous quarter. 

But the foreign debt increased by only $185 million to $3.21 
billion, the report said. 

The New China News Agency meanwhile said that an 1 1 -6 per cent 
rise in industrial output in the first half of this year dispelled any 
doubts that the nation’s economic upswing could be maintained. 

The rise in output to 330 biUion yuan ($146 billion) also boosted 
state reserves, the agency said. 

Finance Minister WangBingqian had warned earlier this year that 
sluggish growth in revenue was seriously embarrassing the gov- 
ernment. 

The agency said revenues to the end of May were 20 per cent 
higher than in the first five months of 1 983 largely because of greater 
profits by state-owned enterprises. It did not give any other figures. 


Figueiredo warns Reagan 
about U.S. interest rates 


BRASILIA (R) — BraziTs Pre- 
sident Joao Figueiredo has waf- m 
ned-President-Reagan that pcjl-- 
itical tensions and economic dif- ' 
faculties in Latin America’s debt- 
burdened countries may reach 
unbearable levels if U-S. interest 
rates rise further, according to a 
letter released here Tuesday. 

Mr. Figueiredo said Brazil rem- 
ained worried about the debt crisis 
and its economic, political and soc- 
ial effects and he was convinced of 
a need for an urgent re- 
examination of the problem at 
govemment-to-government level. 

“The economic difficulties and 
political tensions that have bec- 
ome apparent in several indebted 
(Latin American) countries, alr- 
eady grave, could reach unb- 
earable levels in the case of gre-. 
ater adverse external factors that 
have affected their economies on 


many occasions" he said. 

, . U.S. banks have increased their 


lending prime rates by two points 
up to 13 per cent since mid- 
March, adding over $5 billion in 
annual debt servicing to Latin 
America’s $350 billion overall 
foreign debt. 

A sense of urgency has und- 
oubtedly been increased by the 
higher interest rates and by the 
possibility that they will go higher 
still in the near future, Mr. Fig- 
ueiredo said. 


The president said he believed 
the London summit of the major 
Western developed countries and 
the meeting of Latin American 
debtors in Cartagena. Colombia, 
last month, had created fav- 
ourable conditions for a wider dia- 
logue between the debtor jind cre- 
ditor countries. 


Paris cuts higher interest rates trend 


PARIS ( R) — France Wednesday served notice of its 
determination to buck the trend towards higher 
world interest rates when the Banque De France 
announced the third cut in its money market int- 
ervention rate within two months. 


With Wednesday s to per cent 
cut, the central bank's yardstick 
for the money markets has come 
down from 1 2 per cent in May to 
1 1 ‘A per cent. 

The move comes as money 
pours imo the dollar which has 

been strongly boosted by the rec- 
ent rise in U.S. prime rates to 1 3 
per cent and speculation that fur- 
ther increases are to come. 

A number of other European 
countries, particularly Britain and 
West Germany, have also tried to 
resist the U.S.-led move towards 
higher rates, fearing more exp- 
ensive credit could abort their 
economic recovery. 

The West German Bundesbank 
(Central Bank) raised the dis- 
count rate it charges commercial 
banks by to per cent to 4 to per 
cent last week, but denied it was 
tightening monetary policy. 

Austria and Sweden also raised 
their rates. 

However, the Bank of England 
soon afterwards made a highly 
unusual public statement that 
there was no need for a rise in 
British lending rates on monetary 
grounds. 

The dollar* s surge has lake n h to 


record highs against sterling and, 
the South" African rand and close 
to record levels against the Ger- 
man mark and French franc. 

Wednesday the dollar was fixed 
in Paris at 8.6270 francs, one cen- 
time up from Tuesday. 

In Frankfurt, it was fixed at 
2.8 1 07 marks while the pound ste- 
rling traded as low asS 1 .3355, not 
far above its record low of 

SI. 3340 touched Tuesday. 

The French intervention rate 
cuts have had little impact so far 
on the value of the franc against 
the mark, despite its weakness 
against the dollar. 

The mark has remained fairly 
stable in the 306.50 to 308 francs 
per 100 range for the past three 
months, and even the settlement 
of the engineering strike in West 
Germany has done little to push 
up its value against (he franc. 

The relative stability of the 
franc, coupled with recent enc- 
ouraging French economic data 
including a small trade surplus in 
May . further falls in inflation and a 
levelling out of unemployment, 
have created some leeway for the 
French government to try to bring 
down interest rales. 


Despite the cuts in the int- 
ervention rate, the base rate cha- 
rged by French banks to their best 
borrowers has yet to follow, rem- 
aining pegged at 1214 per cent 
since January 1983. 

France has been at rhe forefront 

of attacks on high U.S. interest 
rates, arguing that each one per 
cent rise in U.S. rates added up to 
$4 billion to the already-crippling 
debt servicing bill of Third World 
nations. 

At last month's economic sum- 
mit in London, French Finance 
Minister Jacques Delors. backed 
by other ministers, criticised U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Donald Regan 
for Denying a link between the 
high rates and the U.S. gov- 
ernment’s $200 billion budget def- 
icit. 

In Tokyo leading cun-encies 
took another battering from the 
dollar Wednesday, with sterling 
matching its record low and the 
Japanese yen under fresh pre- 
ssure. 

Dealers on Asian markets said 
high U.S. interest rates kept up 
demand for dollars. The Bank of 


Japan again sold dollars to support 
the yen which hit a nine-month 
low of 240. 1 0 to the U.S. unit bef- 
ore coming back to 239.55 by 
midday, they said. 

Sterling also partially recovered 
to $1.3365 at midday after ope- 
ning at $1.3340. 

In other midday quotes, the dol- 
lar was worth 2.8125 West Ger- 
man marks after hitting 2.8220 
Wednesday morning, and 2.3550 
Swiss francs following a seven- 
year low of 2.3624 in Zurich Tue- 
sday. 

Dealers said the Bank of Japan 
jumped into the Tokyo market 
quickly Wednesday as the yen 
weakened and that they believed 
it sold $50 to $100 million. The 
bank had already spent about 
S250 million Tuesday trying to 
.shore up the yen. 

The yen’s weakness was reg- 
arded in the market as a dis- 
appointment to the Japanese cen- 
tral bank since it was hoping the 
220 level of a few weeks ago 
would help redress international 
anger about Japan's enormous 
trade surpluses. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — The market closed firm after a moderately 
active session. At 1500 the F.T.-S.E. 100 index was up 14.1 to 
1,064.3 and the F.T. 30 share index gained 1 1 .5 to 832.8.

Rival Kashmir leaders 
launch war of words 


Howe ends 
Soviet visit 


NEW DELHI (R) — The new chief minister of 
Jammu and Kashmir has accused his predecessor of 
creating a major crisis in the sensitive Indian border 
state as the ousted leader called for a campaign of 
civil disobedience. 


The new Chief Minister, Ghu- 
lam Shah, speaking on Kashmir 
RadioTuesday night, said the man 
he replaced, Farouq Abdullah, 
had brought the state into an unn- 
ecessary confrontation with Prim a 
Minister Indira Gandhi’s gov- 
ernment, 

Mr. Abdullah vowed to launch a 
campaign to restore what he called 
democratic processes and force 
fresh elections. He urged workers 
across the state to go on strike as 
about 7.000 chanting supporters 
Tuesday defied a curfew to con- 
verge on his office in the state cap- 
ital of Srinagar. 

Mr. Shah charged Mr. Abdullah 
with threatening national security 
by encouraging what he called ter- 


rorists, a reference to Sikh ext- 
remists who demand a separate 
state in nearby Punjab. Mr. Abd- 
ullah has denied the charges. 

The state erupted in political 
turmoil on Monday when Mr. 
Shah, who is Mr. Abdullah's 
brother-in-law. defected with at 
least 1 1 other members of the rul- 
ing National Conference Party, 
leaving Mr. Abdullah with a min- 
ority in the 76-seat state assembly. 

The state governor refused to 
hold elections and Mr. Shah bec- 
ame chief minister with the bac- 
king of 26 assemblymen bom Mrs. 
Gandhi's Congress (D Party. But 
Mr. Abdullah supporters and 
India's opposition politicians cal- 
led the move unconstitutional. 


The curfew was relaxed in most 
pf Srinagar Tuesday but remained 
in force in areas where Mr. Abd- 
ullah enjoys strong support. 

Officials said 11 aircraft car- 
rying paramilitary troops had arr- 
ived in the state to head off pos- 
sible unrest over the shake-up. 

Police said the troops set up 
checkpoints on the outskirts of the 
city to prevent Mr. Abdullah's 
supporters in outlying towns and 
villages from entering. 

The new Deputy Chief Min- 
ister. D.D. Thakur, Tuesday den- 
ied that the change in leadership 
had been manipulated, saying it 
was the natural result of a split in 
the National Conference Party. 

Political analysts have said eff- 
ective control of the state was now 
in the hands of Mrs. Gandhi's 
Congress (I) Party. 

Mr. Abdullah said the civil dis- 
obedience campaign to restore 
democracy would start on July 1 3. 


MOSCOW (R) — British Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe has 
ended a three-day visit to Moscow 
with some tough talking with 
Kremlin leaders on space weapons 
and arms control 

Sir Geoffrey, who left Moscow 
•Tuesday night, told Soviet Pre- 
sident Konstantin Chernenko 
Tuesday he bad checked with the 
White House and could confirm . 
the United States had no pre- 
conditions for attending Soviet- 
proposed space weapons t alks in 
Vienna in September. 

If Moscow still had doubts, this 
was even more reason for cla- 
rifying positions, he said. 

Soviet Ambassador to Was- 
hington Anatoly Dobrynin met 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz Tuesday to discuss the Sov- 
iet proposal before he returned to 
Moscow for consultations. 

The British minister told a press 
conference if Soviet leaders fail to 
cany forward the proposal peo- 
ple would draw the conclusion 
that they were unwilling even to 
take yes for an answer. 


Caricom meeting to focus 
on economic problems 


U.N. more effective than 
claimed, leader says 


NASSAU. Bahamas (R) — Lea- 
ders of the 13-nation Caribbean 
Community (Caricom). meeting 
Wednesday for the first time since 
last October's U.S.-led invasion of 
Grenada, were expected to att- 
empt to set aside political dif- 
ferences in order to focus on more 
pressing economic problems, off- 
icials said. 

They added that the issue of 
security of the small states which 
had felt threatened by Grenada's 
former leftist government would 
also be one of the main topics on 
the agenda at the fifth summit of 
the Caribbean heads of gov- 
ernment. 

Even though the agenda rem- 
ained a restricted document, Bah- 
amas' Foreign Affairs Minister 
Paul Adderlcy has indicated the 
importance of the security issue. 
He said the Nassau meeting would 
‘seek the means and find the will 
to remove threats of whatever 
kind to our respective sov- 
ereignties'. 

Warning of the possible con- 
sequences of ideological conflicts, 
Mr. Adderley said: ‘Unless there 
is agreement to accept the ide- 
ological plurality of the Caribbean 
... our region will be plagued by 
friction, potential military conflict 
and the constant threat of political 
instability.' 

Rashleigh Jackson, foreign aff- 
airs minister of Guyana, also said 
at a preparatory meeting here last 


weekend: ‘As long as we maintain 
our separate national identities, 
there must be differences of ori- 
entation (and) action as each one 
of us pursues our perceived short- 
term interests. 

‘This is natural and it should be 
no cause for friction or fractious 
attitudes.' 

The U.S.-led military int- 
ervention of Grenada was strongly 
criticised by Guyana, the Bah- 
amas. Trinidad and Tobago, and 
Belize. Guyana's Prime Minister 
Forbes Burnham has also said he 
does not recognise Grenada's int- 
erim government appointed by 
Governor-General Sir Paul 
Scoon. 

A senior Caribbean diplomat, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said the English-speaking nations 
in the area desperately wanted to 
reconcile their differences in the 
face of severe balance of payments 
problems, increased pro- 
tectionism and the collapse of a 
credit agreement that supports 
regional trade. 

Antigua and Barbuda Deputy 
Prime Minister Lester Bird told 
another preparatory meeting that 
the problems brought about by the 
stagnation of Caribbean eco- 
nomies ‘ had all emerged to create 
a climate of discord". He described 
the problems as thorny but not 
insoluble and asked his colleagues 
for bold and imaginative ways to 
rescue Caricom. 


GENEVA (R) — United Nations 
Secretary-General J avier Perez de 
Cuellar said Tuesday the U.N. was 
more effective than its critics mai- 
ntained and any impotence was 
due to disagreements among 
member states. 

In a lecture on “the future of 
multilateralism" Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar cited the achievements of 
the U.N.'s specialised agencies in 
health, labour, illiteracy, refugees 
and economic and technical aid to 
poor countries. 


He said there was some truth in 
complaints that the U.N. 's cum- 
bersome, rigid and com- 
partmentalised structure resulted 
in duplication and a waste of ene- 
rgy. 


However, the organisation's 
impotence was due mainly to dis- 
agreement amongst member sta- 
tes on how to settle conflicts and 
promote economic development, 
due to divergent ideologies and 
rival interests.

We wonder what five-card 
major addicts would have 
made of the late, great Adam 
Meredith. Not only did he 
believe in opening four-card 
majors, he was a proponent, 
and practitioner, of the 
theory that a one spade open- 
ing bid had considerable 
preemptive value, and that, 
therefore, you could afford to 
open one spade on a three- 
card suit! 

While you could argue 
about the merits of some of 
Meredith's bidding ideas, no 
one questioned his playing 
ability. This hand was played 
many years ago, but it is still 


making the rounds of the 
bridge columns in one form 
or anotber. 

East’s preempt achieved 
its desired effect in the auc- 
tion. It robbed North-South 
of the bidding space they 
needed to explore for the 
right contract. Meredith was 
never one to be shut out of an 
auction, and he cheerfully 
drove the hand to what, to 
most players, was an un- 
makable slam. 

West led the king of clubs, 
and East discarded a dia- 
mond on dummy's ace. Ob- 
viously, East had been dealt 
13 red cards, and Meredith 
found a way to take advan- 
tage of the distribution, pro- 
viding that West held exact- 
ly three hearts headed by the 
queen-ten. 

The hand was going to 
have to be played at no 
trump, because Meredith had 
to draw all of West's trumps. 
On the spades he discarded 
four clubs and the ace of 
diamonds!!) from the table. 
East did as well as he could 
by pitching six diamonds 
from his hand. 

Now declarer finessed the 
jack of hearts successfully, 
then cashed the king. Next 
he led a diamond from the 
table, and now his genius in 
discarding the ace of 
diamonds became apparent. 
If East played low, declarer's 
queen would win the trick 
and the ace and nine of 
hearts would bring his total 
to 12. 

However, it did not help 
East to rise with the king of 
diamonds. He had only red 
cards to return, and no mat- 
ter which suit he chose, 
declarer would have the rest 
of the tricks. 

So East learned a painful 
truth. Bidding triumphs do 
not always translate into 
cash profits. 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar's efforts to resolve the 
Afghan problem in talks con- 
ducted by a special emissary have 
been his most successful end- 
eavour. the Soviet U.N. delegate 
said Tuesday. 

. However. Oleg Troyanovsky 
asserted that some Western pow- 
ers were not interested in a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Referring to a new round of 
contacts that U.N. Envoy Diego 
Cordovez will have with the for- 
eign ministers of Afghanistan and 
Pakistan in Geneva next month, 
he told reporters: “ It is our hope 
that they will be making progress. 

"Sometimes h is said that there 
has been no progress in these talks 
and that they are useless and all 
that. We strongly disagree. 

“ In fact, if you compare the var- 
ious matters in which the 
secretary-general has been mak- 


ing efforts to bring about some 
solution you will find that perhaps 
in the field of talks between Afg- 
hanistan and Pakistan there has 
been more progress than in other 
talks.” 

Although Mr. Perez de Cuellar 
and Mr. Cordovez will both see 
Soviet President Konstantin Che- 
rnenko and Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Moscow this 
month. Mr. Troyanovsky, who 
will also be there, distanced the 
Soviet Union from the Afghan’ 
talks. 

“ I cannot be specific about pro- 
gress." he said, “because we are 
not involved in these talks ... Mr. 
Cordovez has been reluctant to go 
into the substance of the matter." 

Last year, Mr. Cordovez said he 
was near an accord and there were 
hopes here that the Soviet Union 
would announce a timetable for 
the withdrawal of its troops from 
Afghanistan. That has not hap- 
pened. 


Cuban troops reduced in 
Ethiopia, minister says 


HAVANA { R) — The number of 
Cuban troops in Ethiopia has been 
readjusted downward. Oscar 
Oramas. Cuban Vice Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, told a news con- 
ference here. 

"The moment arrived to rea- 
djust the presence of Cuban tro- 
ops in Ethiopia." he said. 

Mr. Orams said that the Eth- 
iopian armed forces had str- 
engthened its defensive capacity 
making fewer Cuban troops nec- 
essary. 

Asked if the troop reduction 
had been decided by Ethiopia's 
inability to pay for their qua- 
rtering. Mr. Orams said that 
Cuban military aid “has never 


been governed by financial con- 
siderations.” 


Political principles were the 
determining factor, he added. 

The Cuban vice minister said 
that Cuba and Ethiopia enjoyed 
“solid relations” and that Eth- 
iopia's “revolutionary process is 
highly valued by our people." 

The first Cuban troops were 
sent to Ethiopia in 1977 when the 
Ethiopian revolutionary gov- 
ernment asked for Cuban aid in its 
battle against Somalia. The num- 
ber of Cuban troops in Ethiopia 
has been estimated at around 
1 3.000 by the U.S. Department of 
State. 


Italian aide awaits outcome of 
‘Masonic’ parliamentary debate 


ROME (R) — Italian Budget 
Minister Pietro Longo. implicated 
by a parliamentary report in the 
illegal P-2 Masonic Lodge, has 
said he will wail until the end of a 
debate later this month on the 
issue before taking any action. 

A final report by Tina Ansclmi. 
chairman of a parliamentary 
commission probing the con- 
troversial lodge. Tuesday des- 
cribed as authentic a membership 
list containing Mr. Longo's name. 

She said there was a remote 
possibility of some names being 
included by error although the 
commission's cross-checks had 
confirmed the list was “authentic 
and credible." 

Mr. Longo. who denies having 
belonged to the lodge, offered to 
resign two months ago in protest 
against Ms. Anseimi’s preliminary 
report which said a list of names 
found in the house of Lodge Gra- 
ndmaster Licio Gelli was basically 
correct. 

But on Tuesday he told the Soc- 
ial Democratic Party’s central 


committee he would take no act- 
ion until July 15. the day after the 
commission’s 40 members con- 
clude a debate on the final report. 

Mr. Longo dismissed Ms. Ans- 
elmfs report as "the same old 
stuff, nothing new on the western 
from, nothing new under the sun." 

Allegations that leading pol- 
iticians. businessmen and military 
officers were members of the 
lodge brought down the gov- 
ernment of Arnaldo Forlani three 
years ago. 

But Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi said his government had no 
intention of resigning over the 
issue, adding chat a long-awaited, 
meeting between the five parties 
in the centre-right coalition to dis- 
cuss future policy could begin next 
week after he reuims from a visit 
to East Germany. 

Political sources had said Social 
Democratic Party President Giu- 
seppe Saragat might try to per- 
suade Mr. Longo to step down in 
order to avoid further emb- 
arrassment to the coalition. 


Pravda: Moscow will 
match U.S. space arms

MOSCOW (R) — The Com- 
munist Party daily Pravda Wed- 
nesday renewed Soviet charges 
that Washington is not interested 
in space weapons talks and war- 
ned that Mosfcow will develop a 
response to any new U.S. cosmic 
armoury. 

Pravda said the U.S. had taken 
“an extremely un serious and obs- 
tructive’’ attitude towards Mos- 
cow’s call last week for talks on a 
space weapons ban to start in Vie- 
nna next September. 

“This is demonstrated by the 
fact that the American side has 
tried to set absurd preconditions 
for discussions on this problem,'’ 
the party daily added. 

The U.S. immediately accepted 
the Soviet offer of talks and White 
House officials have said it is 
ready to go to Vienna without set- 
ting any conditions at all. 

Pravda did not elaborate on 
what the “absurd" U.S. terms 
were. But in a speech on Monday 
■Foreign Minister* Andrei Gro- 


myko said Washington was trying 
to link talks on space arms with the 
issue of nuclear weapons. 

The White House said initially it 
would like to raise this question 
but State Department Spokesman 
John Hughes said Tuesday that it 
was wrong thinkinng it would ins- 
ist on giving it a high priority. 

Pravda said the U.S. adm- 
inistration was in fact determined 
to press on with developing anti- 
satellite arms and orbital weapons ; 
and was therefore interested only 
in blocking moves towards neg- 
otiations on a ban. 

It also warned Washington that 
if it went ahead with the dev- 
elopment of new systems the Sov- 
iet Union would inevitably create 
its own response. 

“Faced with a threat from space 
the USSR will be forced to take 
measures for the ap p rop ri ate mai- 
ntenance of its security. Nobody 
should be in any doubt about 
this,” the commentary said. 


Prince Charles bodyguard bows out 


LONDON (R) — Prince Charles’ personal bodyguard, the man 
who saw him safely through bis bachelor days bows out ot the 
royal life this week after protecting the heir to the Bntisn throne 
for more than a decade. A police spokesman said superintendent 
John MacLean, 44, would retire from the force on Saturday after 
25 years service, 16 on royal protection duty. Mr. MacLean hit the 
headlines when he was photographed in Australia grabbing a 
scantily-clad model as she tried to kiss the prince when he took an 
early morning dip in the sea. An expen skier. MacLean became a 
familiar figure on the slopes of Europe guarding the prince on his 
annual winter holiday. He remained Charles bodyguard after the 
prince married Princess Diana in 19M. 


Chinese house buyers abused 


Christian Democrats lead 
in Guatemala ’ s elections 


PEKING (R) — China’s first Communist-era home owners are 
having to suffer insults and discrimination from jealous nei- 
ghbours, high utility bills and shoddy repairs to their houses, ihe 
economic daily said Wednesday. The new home owners, enc- 
ouraged by the government to purchase houses instead of renting 
them for nominal sums from the state as do most people in Peking, 
are dubbed ‘capitalists' and ’the filthy rich,* the paper said. One 
man found himself burdened with huge energy bills while another 
could find no one to cany out repairs to a private home. When hs 
did, the work was sub-standard or half-finished. Chinese leader 
Deng Xiaoping has urged that public housing rents should be 
raised to encourage more people to buy homes and boost rhe 
inefficient and unprofitable construction industry. 


GUATEMALA CITY (R) — 
Despite yean of political per- 
secution, Guatemala's centre-left 
Christian Democrats have eme- 
rged as the leading party after ele- 
ctions aimed at returning this tur- 
bulent Central American country 
to civilian rule. 

The Christian Democrats will 
be outnumbered by a combination 
of right-leaning parties in the new 
constituent assembly and dip- 
lomats expect no profound cha- 
nges to result from Sunday 1 s polls. 

Guatemala, the most populous 
and potentially richest country in 
the region, has been ruled by the 
military for most of the past 30 
years. But after pressure from 
home and abroad, the current 
army ruler, Gen. Oscar Humberto 
Mejia Vic lores, agreed to a “pol- 
itical opening*’. 

Latest provisional results ind- 
icate the Christian Democrats will 
win about 22 of the 88 seats in the 
assembly followed by the centre- 
right Union of National Centre 
(UCN) with 20 and a far-right coa- 
lition with 19, smaller, mainly 
conservative parties, will take the 
rest. 

“In Guatemala we are con- 
sidered the extreme left," said 
Christian Democrat Leader Vin- 
icio Cerezo, illustrating the violent 


polarisation of politics. This led to 
the murder of some 300 of his 
party activists in the late 1970’s 
and early 80’s. 

Left-wing guerrillas, who boy- 
cotted the elections, are active and 
analysts said the military's fear of 
Cuban-style Communism made 
any radical social changes to this 
largely peasant society highly unl- 
ikely. 

The assembly will draw up a 
new constitution and prepare for 
presidential elections next year, 
though Gen. Mejia Victores has 
■said he will pull the deputies “into 
line” if they try to exceed their 
mandate and name a provisional 
president. 

The elections followed wid- 
espread agitation against military 
rule. 

Political analysts said the polls 
were designed, at least in part, to 
ease the way for a renewal of 
American aid, halted by the Car- 
ter administration in 1977 after 
reports of widespread human 
rights abuses. 

These abuses have not ended, 
according to human rights groups 
which reported recently that more 
than 2,000 left-wing political act- 
ivists, union leaders and students 
were killed or kidnapped in the 
first four months of this year. 


Female infanticide persists in China 


PEKING (R) — Female infanticide and instances of women being 
coerced into abortions still exist in some parts of China as a result 
of its one-child population policy, a senior Chinese official said 
Tuesday. Shen Guoxiar the Family Planning Commission, 
told a press conference tu. .ceptionstotheonc-child per couple 
rule were allowed in some fishing and fanning regions, but some 
of women being pressured to have abortions still occurred. 
The Chinese press has reported cases of peasants killing daughters 
to try again for a male as their only child. Mr. Shen said infanticide- 
still happened but only rarely. He said 24 million families had . 
undertaken to have one child only and China would keep to its 
goal of restricting the population to 1 .2 billion by the year 200fl. 
compared with just over one billion now. 


Former MP escapes gallows 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh President Hossain Mohammad Eiv- 
had has ordered a former member of parliament to be jailed for 
life instead of being sent to the gallows, the inspector general of 
prisons said Wednesday. Brig. Maqsul Hasan Chowdhury said the 
president had commuted the death sentence passed on Mr. Goiam 
Mustafa by a military court last January following petitions for. 
mercy by Mr. Mustafa's relatives and political colleagues. The 
court found Mr. Mustafa, a member of the opposition National 
Socialist Party who fought in the 1971 Bangladesh war of ind- 
ependence, guilty of killing two political rivals eight years ago. But 
the verdict sparked widespread protests and thousands of pot- J 
iticians and former soldiers inarched through Dhaka on June JL I 
calling on Gen. Ershad to reprieve Mr. Mustafa from the gallows. I
